Mr. Orton said there could be nothing 
brought before the House that could moro 
distinotly show that the policy of the Goy- 
ernment had resulted as anticipated than 
this question regarding wheat. For the 
first time in the history of Canada the 
price of spring wheat had ruled higher for 
many months than had that of fall wheat. 
Those who had watched the market prices 
had no doubt noticed that spring wheat 
had been quoted at from 10 to 15 cents 
higher since last May, when the effects of 
the N. P. could fairly be said to be expect- 
ed, than fall wheat. Why had that increase 
occarred? It was simply because of tho 
duty of 15c. a buahel, which gaye the 
farmors the benefit of the home market. 

Mr. Killam complained that the Customs 
restrictions had interfered with the trans- 
portation of wheat by the St. Lawrence 
route. 

Mr. Bowell—What restrictions are plac- 
ed upon the carrying trade that preyent 
the carrying of wheat by the St. Lawrence 
route } 

Mr. Killam said he was not going to 
enter into an argument regarding the N. 
P,, but it was quite evident that the trade 
was obstructed by the Oustoms regula- 
tions. 

Mr. Bowell asked the hon. gentleman to 
quote ono of the regulations to which he 
referred, 

Mr. Killam said that the very fact that 
wheat passed through the country to the 
seaboard had to be bonded was a_hin- 
drauce. 

Mr. Bowell said that when there was no 
duty upon wheat there were greater re- 
strictions placed upon the carrying of wheat 
from the Western States across Canada to 
Montreal than there were now. The old 
system, under whick cargoes had to be 
opened at Kingston for statistical pur- 
poses, and were opened again in Montreal 
and passed through a Oustom ordeal, had 
been abolished, and every facility had 
been giyen to those engaged in the carrying 
trade. When the hon. gentleman spoke 
about restrictions upon the carrying trade 
he spoke without regarding tha regulations 
or else he did not know what ho was talk- 
ing about, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Kranz stated that some had affirmed 
the protection to farmers was a humbug, 
The farmers in his yicinity knew that it was 
an advantage. (Hear, hear.) While home 
during the holidays, he saw four cents a 
bushel more paid for wheat than was quoted 
by a reliable commission house in Chicago 
to be laid down at Berlin, and these four 
cents went into the pockets of the farmera 
in Waterloo county, and this would not be 
the case were it not for the duty on wheat. 
(Hear, hear.) Flour manufactured from 
American wheat was exported, and in order 
to supply customers in Ontario and the 
lower Provinces, the additional price he 
mentioned had to be paid for wheat. (Ap- 
plaure.) 

The motion was carried. 

DAMAGED GRAIN, 


Mr. Kirkpatrick moved for a return of 
the quantity and value of all damaged 
grain or other damaged goods imported into 
Canada, He stated that the quantity of 
grain which had been destroyed and re- 
exported under the regulations of the Uus- 
toms Department had been considerable. 
It had generally happened that the amounts 
had been small in quantity on each occasion 
until last summer, when the break in the 
Lachine canal damaged a large quantity of 
grain. A difficulty then arose as to the 
payment of the duty. The grain was no 
longer fit for export or grinding, and it 
would not come into competition with Oa- 
nadian wheat. Still it remained subject to 
15 cents duty per bushel. When the ship 
Boyne, a short time since, was wrecked be- 
tween Montreal and Quebec, from 50,000 
to 60,000 bushels of grain were rendered 
useless for exportation, but the department 
exacted the full duty, leaving one-half cont 
tothe underwriters. This was brought to 
the attention of the Government the other 
night, and the Finance Minister had an- 
nounced that the Goyernment would con- 
sider the matter. Unless some measure 
was introduced this session on the subject 
to allow Oustoms officers to collect leas duty 
on damaged grain, a serious and grievous 
wrong would remain unredressed. — 

Mr. Bowell stated that the motion went 
further than the hon. gentleman perhaps 
intended, ‘The law provided for damaged 
goods paying anad valorem duty, while 
objection was only taken to the articles 
paying a specific duty. Ho thought the 
propriety of levying duty on damaged 
grain had been sufliciently answered by 
the members for Monk, All sae dam-

Orrawa, Jan. 5, 
WHEAT GROUND IN BOND. 


Mr, Wheler moved for copies of the 
departmental regulations regarding the 
grinding of wheat in bond, He stated that 
previous to April 1st last imported wheat 
could be ground in bond, but the flour 
could be keptin the country, and Can- 
adian flour could be exported in its stead, 
Om April 2ist, 1880, on order-in-Oouncil 
was pasted under which it was provided 
that the flour from the wheat imported in 
bond, and that flour only, could be export- 
ed as flonr from bonded wheat. He would 
liketo know what means the Govyern- 
ment had of ascertaining that the flour ex- 
ported was really the product of the Amer- 
ican wheat. In his opinion the oaths of 
the miller and his men should be taken to 
the effeot that the flour exported was really 
the American flour. ‘The order-in-Council 
was evidently made to suit the frontior 
millers, who could import when wheat was 
low, grind it, and keep it in their mills for 
a year orso until the price of flour rose 
before they exported. This was not fair 
to inland millers, who could do nothing of 
the kind, the rates of freight from the 
frontier to the towns in which they were 
located being against thom. In his opinion 
the millers should be treated, if this bond- 
ed system was to be continued, just the 
same as other people, grocers and importers 
generally, who could not hold their goods 
fora year in bond. He noticed that under 
the present system some millers in North

Mr. Bewoll congratulated the hon. gen- 
tleman on his conversion to the principle 
that the farmer should be protected. (Hear, 
hear.) Regarding the orders-in-Oeuncil, 
he might say that the House, when the 
tariff was introduced, agreed to the propos- 
al that wheat might be entered in bond and 
manufactured into flour and exported, or 
its equivalent. Duringa portion of the 
period which had since elapsed it was found 
that this regulation did not injure Canadian 
farmers, but after the price ef wheat fell in 
Chicago it was found that the American 
wheat was imported and sold in Canada, 
and at the end of the year, when the flour 
produced from the American wheat had to 
be exported or to pay duty, Canadian flour 
was exported in its place, The order was 
then changed so as to set forth that the 
flour exported must be the product of the 
imported wheat. The hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Wheler) asked how it was ascertained that 
the flour was really the product of the 
American whest. In reply, he would say 
that the certificate and affidavit of the mil- 
ler who imported the wheat in bond was 
required, and that affidavit was,he thought, 
all the Government could demand, and 
with its aid the order-in-Oouncil could not 
be broken unless the miller porjured him- 
self. The hon, gentleman had complained 
that the inland miller had not the same 
advantages that the frontier miller enjoyed. 
A little thought would show the hon. gen- 

tleman that no Government could frame an 
order-in-Council so as to give the same 
advantages toa miller living fifty miles 
inland that were possessed by a man living 
on the canal or on the lake shore, 

Mr, Mille—Hear, hear. 

Mr. Bowell said perhaps the member 
for Rothwell had some philosophical scheme 

whereby the importer -living far in the 
country could get his goods as cheaply as 
the man living on the frontier, notwith- 
standing the greater distance from the port 
of entry, and the consequently heavier 
freight rates. The hon. gentleman should 
formulate his scheme. It was qhvious that 
the man liviny near the market must, in 
the matter of cost of transportation, have 
an adyantage over the man living far away. 
A miller living near the place of produc- 
tion and near the foreign market to which 
the flour would be exported would have 
an advantage over the miller living three 
or four hundred miles inland, His wheat 
and flour had notso great a distance to 
travel as had the wheat and flour of the in- 
land miller, consequently he did not have 
the same high freight rates to deal with. 
(Hear, hear.) Did the hon. gentleman 
wish the Government to stop that? The 
hon. gentleman bad further stated that 
parties importing wheat in bond had an ad- 
vantage over the merchant and general im- 
porter,inasmuch as the miller could keep his 
wheat in bond for ayear. If the hon, gentle- 
man had looked into the matter before he 
spoke he would have found that while dry 
goods, groceries, and liquor could be kept 
in bond for two years, and while, upon

Dishonest or Stupid? 


The local Grit organ figures out to its own 
satisfaction that the cost to the people of 
Belleyille of the building of the Pacific 
Railway will be $20 per head, or about 
$200,000 in all. This result it reaches by, 
we suppose, taking into account the whole 
amount of the money subsidy and reckon- 
the whole asif it were to be paid in cash. 
Well, even if such a mode of calculation 
were legitimate, the building of the road 
would have cost probably twice as much 
under Mr. Mackenzie's scheme, besides an 
expenditure of $6,000,000 per annum for 
running it. But the organ ought to know 
that the proceeds from the sale of 
Government lands will in all human pro- 
bability not only pay the interest on the 
investment, but also create a sinking fund, 
which will in due course pay off the whole 
$53,000,000 in money to be invested by the 
Government in the Railway. Thus the 
road will cost the country nothing in the 
end,

Another Bubble Pricked. 


The assertion that the country was being 
rapidly depopulated because of—or at all 
events in spite of—the N. P. has been 
freely made use of by the Grit press and 
party. Sir Richard Cartwright, who has 
particularly distinguished himself by loose- 
ness of statement since the non-gratifica- 
tion of his vaulting ambition in connection 
with the Ministry of Finance under Sir 
John Macdonald, caused him to desert to 
the Grit camp, has stated that the number 
of people who had during 1880 left Canada 
by way of Port Huron alone was 90,000. 
This statement has been contradicted be- 
fore, it haying been shown that the United 
Sates officials at that place numbered all 
persons entering their country at that 
point as immigrant settlers, whether bound 
through to the North-West or merely vis- 
iting the country ; but the Hon.J.H. Pope, 
Minister of Agriculturo, who has giyen 
great and careful attention to the su bject, 
has been able to prick Sir Richard’s bubble 
moat effectually. The occasion was offered 
in the House of Commons on the bth, 
when Mr. Thomas White moved for a 
statement respecting the number of per- 
sons who had passed from Canada into the 
United States by way of Sarnia and Wind- 
sor since the Ist of January, 1880, and of 
persons who had within the same period 
come into Canada from the United Sates 
by way of Wiudsor and Sarnia. Mr. Pope 
made the best of the oportunity thusoffered, 
and showed the fact to be as follows; The 
total number of passengers shown by the 
Grand Trunk auditors to have passed over 
their line from Europe, the Eastern States 
and Canada to points west was 53,627, and 
the number who returned from west to east 
45,676, making a total excess of western 
bound passengers of 7,951. The total from 
Canada to all points west was 30,326, and 
of those who passed east 24,739, or a differ- 
ence of 5,887. The returns from the Groat 
Western showed a total of 1,719 from Oan- 
ada to the Western States and a return 
traffic of 1,262, whilst the United States 
Consul at Sarnia showed that 3,050 persons 
had been provided with consular certificates 
there. The Canadian Collector at Sarnia 
recorded the entrance of 3,861 persona, 
Thus it is apparent that Sir Richard’s 90,- 
000 at Port Huron have dwindled to 6,745, 
whilst in the quarter ending September 
30th the returns from the Great Western 
show a difference of 6 in fayor of Oanada, 
and those from the Grand Trunk a balance 
of 660 in favor of the United States. This 
is certainly not a rate of. emigration which 
Warrants any alarm, and if the number 
from the United States who have entered 
the North-West were footed up the balance 
against the Dominion would be materially 
reduced. 

The Grit party may not be well pleased 
with these figures, but they are nevertheless 
correct, and Mr. Popo is deserying of 
thanks for the completeness with which he 

has shown up the falsity of the aesertions 
which have beon made in that regard for 
purely partizan purposes,

Madoo Iron Mines. 


THE SEYMOUR MINE. 

In April last a dotailod account of the 
workings at the Seymour as woll as tho 
jaon mines in Madoo, was given in these 
columns, Since that time very important 
changes have taken place in the Appearance 
and condition of this mine, With that 
prudence which has charactorized all his 
operations, Mr, Pusoy has quiotly gono on 
excavating and oxtendiny his drifts with a 
view of uscortaining the quantity of ore and 
value of tho mine, before crecting costly 
machinery. Ina now mining country like 
this,it is very difficult to ostablish a theory, 
there being no other mine to use as a guide, 
and itis here where Mr, Pusey’s practical 
good sense, combined with a knowledge ot 
mining, has saorved him so well. Unlike 
moat of the other iron deposits in Madoo, 
the Seymour Mine has shown from the 
first oponing well defined hanging walls,and 
ao far as doyelopments have gone, has given 
good indications of being an exceedingly 
valuable property. In order to understand 
the present position of the mine, it may be 
well to state that from the surface to what is 
called the forty-foot level, the whole mass 
of ore and rock has been taken out for a 
distance of over 100 feot, and in width 
about 50 feet, On this forty-foot level a 
tramway has been built, which finds an 
outlet through a tunnel about fifty 
feot in length, and tho ore is conveyed in 
cars by means of this tramway to tho line 
of the Railway, whore itis dumped direct 
into the cars. From this forty foot level 
working was continued slong the vein from 
70 to 100 feet tillit has now reached a 
depth of about 110 feet from the surface, 
or 70 feet from the forty-foot level. The 
width of the vein at the bottom shows 26 
feet, with such an incline of the hanging 
wall as clearly indicates a much greater 
width on the lower levels, the ore atill 
maintaining ita superior quality. From 
those levels two working shafts have been 
constructed with heavy crib work, about 
twenty feet apart, and by means of a 
powerful hoist the ore is brought up these 
shafts to the forty foot level, where the ore 
is sorted and taken out by the tramway to 
the railway. From the:west shaft a drift 
is being run with the view of developing 
the large body of ore, which by needle at- 
tractions and other indications, exists to 
the west of the present workings. From 
the east shaft a cross-cut is being made to 
strike the south vein at a higher level, and 
when it is reached, a drift will be started 
eastward, which will afford facilities for 
both underhand and overhand stoping. 
There is now no question from the develop- 
ments}made, from the amount of ore 
actually in sight, from the needle attrac- 
tions, and from the character of the mine 
that the property is exceedingly valuable, 
and the supply of ore is comparatively in- 
exhaustible. The principal work being done 
at the mine now is in preparing and open- 
ing new workings, with a view of having a 

large output, during the coming season, 

p to within a week or two, Mr. Pusey 
has been running his drills by steam, but 
the difficulty snd annoyance of using steam 
in an underground pit 100 feet deep is so 
great that he determined to substitute com- 
pressed air-power instead. Under ground 
where foul air exists, and the presence of 
steam would increase warmth of tempera- 
ture and fill the surroundings with a stifling 
vapor, compreased air becomes a necessity, 
It not only drives the drill, but it ccols the 
atmosphere, thus giving the workmen sub- 
stantial comfort and fresb air. A duplex 
air compressor of immense power has been 
sot up in the engine houge, and has been in 
successful operation for several days, It 
is capable of driving six three and a half 
inch steam drills, two of which are now at 
work in the east shaft ; two others will be 
put in the west shaft ina few days, and 
used in driving the western tunnel. The 
power is conveyed by a four inch pipe to 
the shaft, a distance of 285 feet from the 
engine house, and is carried to any part of 
the underground workings by means of 
rubber hose. This compressed ait power, 
by the way, can be carried any distance 
for that matter without losing any of its 
strength. Tho same power is used for 
pumping, hoisting, and in tho smith’s shop 
has done away with the huge bellows, the 
power being conyeyed by a small pipe to 
the various forges, The working of these 
drills isa great saving over the ordinary 
hand drill—each drill averaging 60 feet 
every ten hours, while that of a hand drill 
would not average over 12 feet. Over the 
hand drill, it is safe to say that there is an 
economy of from 30 to 50 per cent. 

Everything in connection with the mine 
looks like business, and shows thorough and 
systematic werk. New and commodious 
buildings have been erected for the engine 
house and smith shop, and offices, and all 
the work about the mine is proof that it is 
under excellent management. Some six or 
eight hundred cords of wood are being got 
out,and stored on the grounds for summer 
use. Employment at present is given to 
about thirty men, but this number will be 
considerab!y increased when the full power 
of the air-compressor is put into use. 


OTHER WORKS. 


There is very little chango to note in 
other mines, A few men are at work at the 
Hematite mine, which is as yet full of prom- 
ise. The owners have ready for shipment 
between 1,000 and [,200 tons, piled up at 
the mine. There wasa report that this as 
well as other mines in the Madoc district, 
had changed hands, and come into the pos- 
session of some very wealthy iron capital- 
ists of Ponnaylyania, but the negotiations, 
We understand, are not yet completed. 

At the Sexsmith miac, Mr. Munson is 
still carrying on operations, though in con- 
sequence of the alleged difficulty in procur- 
ing cars, the shipments have not been great 
lately, and a considerable quantity of oro 
is consequently accumulating at the various 
points of shipment.

THE GAOL INVESTIGATION. | 


Mr. Langmuir asks Specific 
Chargss. 


NONE FORTHOOMING. 


Testimony of the Witnesses. 

Thoinvostigationinto the ramorod misman- 
agement of the County Gaol, based upon the 
resolation paseod at tho last meeting of the 
County Council, and in accordance with a 
memorial addressed to the Government by the 
Council, commenced on tho afternoon of the 
Gth inat., before J. W. Langmuir, Commia;ion- 
er, at the Court House, at 2:30 o'clock, 

The Warden was prosont on behalf of the 
County, Hon, L. Wallbridge, Q O.,on behalf 
of the Sheriff, S. B, Burdett for tho turnkey, 
and Mr, R. ©, Clate for the gaoler. 

The Warden said that he had mado no pre- 
paration for the investigation, not wishing to 
take action before the arrival of Mr, Lang: 
muir. 

Mr. Langmuir asked the Warden if he was 
prepared,on behalf of the Council,to make any

specific charges, 

The Warden said he was not, 

Mr, Langmuir said that in tho absence of 
specific charges, the only course for him to 
pursue would be to cali and examine such 
witnesses as he thought might bo able to give 
evidence as to the management of the gaol. 
He thought it was unfortunate that the Coua- 
oil bad not followed up the resolution which 
was passod, by making specific charges, 

Tho Warden did not feel competent to take 
the responsibility of conducting the matter 
on behalf ot the County. He would wish to 
leave the matter to Mr. John Bell, Q. C., 
County Solicitor, to whom the case had been 
entrusted. 

Hon, L, Wallbridge, Q. C., thought that 
the changes should be mady now, evenif the 
caso had to be adjourned. 

Mr. Langmuir announced that he wonld 

roceed with tho investigation, and called 
Fore A.M, Gilbert, turnkey, who, on boing 
sworn, testified as follows :—I was appointed 
turnkey May 5th, 1875, and have held office 
continuously since that time; I reside in the 
main body of the Court House building, with 
my wife; my duties are the ordinary duties 
of aturnkey. I am always present at the 
opening and closing of the gaol; I[ go into the 
gaol frequently at night, iv order to visit pris- 
oners who may be in need of attention ; I keep 
the koys of the main part of the gaol, and keep 
them in a drawer in my room, night and day. 
I haye seven keys for the male corridors ; the 
matron keeps the keys of the female corridors, 
There is a frame partition in No, 3 fomale cor- 
ridor, to which access is gained by an oaken 
door, the key of which is kept by the matron, 
Occasionally I use this corridor for male pris- 
oners. No, 3 (female) corridor can be opened 
by a key in my possession marked No, 5; the 
key of the door through which access is gained 
to the corridor has always been in possescion 
of the matron when there have been female 
prisoners in the corridor. No, 3 corridor has 
been ocoupied by females for a year past; the 
key of the partition door I handed over to the 
matron when the corrijors became occupied 
by females. On one occasion, about a year 
ago, I gave it to Mr. Meyers, the gaoler; 
on this occasion there wore females in 
the corridor, During the past year there has 
been an average of about nine female prisoners 
in gaol, The most these have been prostitutes, 
several ot whom have been in there three or 
four times in the course of the year. Whon 
I gave the key to the gaoler there were 13 or 
14 females, who had just bee. committed. 
Mr. Meyers handed the key to Mrs, Meyers, the 
matron, immediately upon my giving it to him. 
I have entered the female corridor, at the mat- 
ron’s request, to deliver rations to prisoners 
I have also taken male pritonors into the fe- 
male ward to carry in wood, do whitewashing, 
&c., but never without the request olther of 
the gaoler or the matron. I have, at the re- 
quest of the gaoler, locked up the female pris- 
oners in the absence of the matron, bat have 
not done so duri»g the past year. Inthe ab- 
sence of Mrs. Meyers, no other person was ap- 
pointed to take her place. The longest time I 
have known her to bo away was about three or 
four weeks. During this time Mr. Meyers 
wos left in charge of the female prisoners. This 
was about three years ago. There were not 
more than three or four female prisoners in 
the gaol at that time. I cannot say whether 
leave of absenco was granted to Mrs. Meyers, 
but I know that during her absence no woman 
was appointed to do her duty. I haye known 
Mrs, Meyera to be away over night) several 
times, 


Mr. aoe asked the question whether 
the keys of the female corridor were in the 
gaoler’s apartment, 


Mr, Wallbridge objected to the qucstion 
being put in this way. The gaoler and 
matron, being man and wife, had livel to- 
gether, The question should be put, whether 
the et were kept in the matron’s apart- 
ment, 


Mr, Langmuir said he understood tho facts 
pefestly, The ganler’s apartment and 
matron’s apartment meant the same thing. 

The witness resumed—Tho keys huog in a 
cupboard in the gaoler’s apartment. I haye 
seen the matron take them from the cupboard 
on several occasions, and I infer from this 
that that was the place whore they were kept, 
On the one occasion of Mra, Meyers’ long ab- 
sence. I never got the keys myself; where 
it Was necessary to use them they wero given 
to me by the gaoler. I do not remember 
seeing the sheriff or Deputy Sheriff atthe gaol 
during the abaence of the matron, I have 
never known any person to enter the femsle 
corridors without the matron being present 
except the gaoler or doctors, in case of sick. 
ness. I have seen a servant girl let in women 
and children to see prisoners in the ward dur- 
ing the daytime I have never known hor to 
let in males, except workmen engaged at 


work in the gaol. On these occasions 
I saw the seryant have the key in 
her hand, In the absence of the mat- 


ron I have locked the female corridors, plac- 
ing the key in the gaoler’s room, I have soon 
the cell-key, but never the corridor ke , io 
the hands of female prisoners, Tho col koy 
could be given to a prisoner to lock the 
doors of the colls. This was in exceptional 
cases. 1 have seen the key of the back door 
in the hands of prisoners, so that prisoners 
could have walked away if they had been al- 
lowed to do a0, 


No female prisoner ever told me that a male 
had entered the female corridor without the 
matron. A male prisoner named James 
Mackie once told me that he had been ad- 
mitted into the female yard by Mis, Jordan 
tho matron’s mother, “to see the girls,” Ho 
did not tell me for what purpose he went in, 
I have heard rumors of otber males being ad- 
mitted into the femalo corridor, I never 
know of the matron allowing any man to 
enter the female yard or corridor. I havo ro 
knowledge of any immoral practices havin 
bsen committed in the gaol by a gaol official 
or intruder, though I have heard rutnora of 
such immoral practices. A malo prisover 
named Patrick ‘Tansey told me that i naw 
immoral practices on the part of the matron 
and 4 male prisoner named Howard, 


Mr, Gilbort was then examinod 
Wallbridge at great length, and 
what he bad proviously stated. He added 
that he had koown Mr, Meyors for forty 
years and that ho was a man of excellent 
character, 

In reply to Mr. Bardott, the witnoss said : 
I am officially under tho gaoler, Mr, Mackie 
told me that he did not go into the female 
department alone. The names of those who, 
ho said, wont ia with him were Do Mott and 
Taylor, Mrs..Meyora had a duplicate koy of 
the drawor in whioh I kopt my keyer, so that 
in my absence she could have access to tho 
male corridors.

Tho investigation was resumed this morning 
at 10 o'clook, ; 

Jamon Mackio was tho first witness exam- 
inod. On being aworn, he tost.tied that short- 
ly after Mra, Moyors, the matron, left, he in 
company with Chas, De Mott and D, Taylor, 
was let into tho gaol by Mra. Jordan. This 
was somo tine in October, on a Buoday. The 
reason giveo Mrs, Jordan by Taylor (who did 
the talking) for thoir wishing to go in, was 
that DeMott wanted to noo his wife, Mra. Moss, 
a prisoner. It was about 2 o'clock ia the af- 
ternoon when they went in, He and Taylor 
firat wont into the yard, and then passed into 
the corridor, leaving DoMott io tho wash- 
house with Mra. Moss. Ho (witnoss) was in 
the corridor about fifteen minutes. Taylor 
was in tho yard when he came out, He saw the 
girls Flotcher, Ellisand Bawdonin the o orridor, 
took improper liberties with Lulu Ellis. He 
did not see Taylor taking improper liberties 
with any of tho girls, but Taylor told him 
aftorwards that he had dono so. 
seo either Mr, Meyors or Mr, Gilbert about the 
promises during this Sunday, ‘The only per 
son to whom he had ever told this was Chas, 
Taylor, son of the rheriff, and brother of 
Taylor who had accompanied bim into the 
gaol Ho never heard of any person having

Mrs, Meyers or Mrs. Jordan, except on this oc- 
casion. On one oo:asion, about three months 
ago, tho matron admitte! him into the female 
corridor in order to allow him to speak to 
Lulu Ellis. During the convereation Mra, 
Meyers stood in the corridor. Ono the same 
day Mrs. Meyers let him, with two friends 
James Henry and Thos. Ormond, into the 
female corridor, On both these occasions the 
girls were on one side of the iron doors and 
the men on the other. Wihle he was a pris- 
oner he never saw or heard of any undue 
familiarity between prisoners and ofticiala or 
outsiders in the gaol, He never saw Mrs 
Meyera in the male corridor. 

To Mr, Burdett—Tho witness said that 
when he and his two friends Henry and Or- 
mond visited the gaol, be came up the front 
steps, The yisit was probably made during 
Mr, Gilbert the turnkey’s meal hour, He did 
not see Mr, Gilbert anywhere about. While 
ho (witness) was a prisoner in Mr, Gilbert's 
charge, everything, as far as he knew, was 
properly conducted. 

In reply to Mr, Clute, the witness said that 
on the occasion when Mra, Jordan conducted 
him into the gaol he did not sco Mr. Meyers, 
nor, as far as he knew, did Mr. Meyers know 
that they were there, Neither did ho seo Mr, 
Meyers when he visited the gaol with Ormond 
and Henry. 


To Mr. Wallbridge the witness said that 
Mra, Jordan, when she let in him and bis com- 
paniop, was under the impression that he 
(witness) was Mrs. Moss’ husband, having 
been so informed by Taylor. He (witness), 
told her that she was mistaken. When he 
was in the upper corridor as a prisoner it was 
impossible to hold communication with female 
prisoners except by shouting through a parti- 
tion door, Dan Taylor had been a frien and 
companion of his, He did not know whether 
he (Taylor) wasor was not on good terms 
with his father. 

To the Inspector, the witness said that he 
had drank whiskey in the gaol. 1t had beon 
thrown over the wall in a flask. In the 
mornings ho generally took a look around the 
yard in order to find something, and some: 
times he found whiskey. When ho had been 
confined in gaol he had always been searched. 
On the last occasion he was searched by Gil- 
bert, He had known other prisoners besides 
himself to find flasks of whiskey in the gaol 
yard. No prisoner was, so faras he knew, 
ever discovered with whiskey by any of tho 

aol officials, Once the turnkey had asked 

im whether he had not had whiskey, and he 
answered that he had, 


To Mr, Burdett, the witness said that when 
Mr. Gilbert asked him how hegotthe whiskey, 
he told him he had got it through the house 
of Chas. Taylor, the husband of the preseut 
matron, This wastruc. He got whiskey 
through. Taylor's house as well as over the 
wall, He did not know from whom it came, 
There was a means of communication, by 
meansof a grated door, between the basement 
kitchen of the gaol and Taylor's houee. The 
flask would be inside and near the bar, on the 


floor, hid bebind a barrel sometimes, 
and somotimes under the wood, Thero 
was nothing which induced him to 


look in this place for whiskey, except 
his natural instinct. Mr. Gilbert did not 
best to find out how he got the whiskey, but 
he (witness) would not tellhim. He knew a 
servant girl living at Taylor's, named Boene- 
dict. He got whiskey through the grata 
after this girl left Taylor's. He would swear 
that hedid not know who put the whiskey out- 
tide the grate. He only got the whiskey the 
last time he was in gaol. His mother was 
forbidden by Mrs, Taylor,the present matron, 
to talk to him through the grated door in the 
basement,

THIRD SESSION—FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 


Fripay, Jan. 7. 

Sir John Macdonald moved that the de- 
bato on Sir Charles upper's Pacific Rail- 
way resolutions be continued day by day 
after routine business till closed, 

Mr, Blake objected on the ground that 
the forms of the House proposed to bo sus- 
ponded were specially framed to furnish 


public opinion time to assert itsolf respoct- 


ing legislation which might otherwise bo 
too expeditiously pushed through Parlia- 
mont, : 

The motion was carried on a division. 

Tho debate on Sir Oharles Tuppor’s 
Pacific Railway resolutions was thén re- 
sumed by Mr. Goursol, who, in French, 
spoke favorably to the terms, 

Mr, Oharlton followed in a speech oc- 
cupying nearly four hours in delivery 
against the terms, 

The debate was continued by Mr, Pat- 
terson (Essex) in favor of the terms. Mr, 
Rinfret followed in French, and opposed 
the contract from a Quebeo standpoint. 

Mr. Gigault uddressed the House favor- 
ably to the terms, and Mr. Longley moved 
the adjourument of the debate. 

The Committee rose at one o'clock, and 
the House immediately adjourned.

Council went into Committee on By- 
laws. Ald. Geen in the chair. 

Ald. Dickson moved the third reading of 
the By-law exempting Messrs, Leavens & 
Oorby’s factory from taxation tor ten years. 

Ald. Robertson considered that by an 
alteration in the law, from the 1st ot Jan- 
uary all exemptions must be pussed by 
yote of the people. 

Ald. Dickson gave as his construction of 
the law that their powers regarding exemp- 
tions were not affected by the change in the 
law. It was only as to assistance by way 
of bonus that their powers wero effected, 

Ald, Jellett expressed himself as till in 
opposition to the By-law. 

Ald: Dickson, considering the industry 
not large enough to give a ten years exemp- 
tion to, moved to grant exemption for five 
years. Tho taxation remitted would at the 
present rate be $36 per year, or $180 in all. 

The amendment was lost, also the clause, 
and the By-law was thrown out. 

Ald. Dickson then moved the third read- 
ing of the By-law granting exemption to 
Mr. Burrell’s axe factory for ten years.— 
Lost. 

The Committee rose and reported.— 
Adopted. 

The various reports were received. 

The time was extended for two hours. 

WAYS AND MEANS, 

Council went into Committee on Ways 
and Means. Ald. Robertson in the chair. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
was first considered. 

On the item of $4100 for the Mayor, Ald. 
Geen moved to reduce it to $200. 

Ald. Dickson said this had been disposed 
of when the estimates were struck, he hay- 
ing moved against it at that time and his 
motion having been lost. 

Ald. Jellett agreed with this statement. 
The amount was fixed by the estimates and 
any change would have tobe. made when 
the estimates were made. 

The amendment was withdrawn and the 
item passed. 

Ald. St. Charles gave explanation as to 
the item of $12 for doors to P. O’Brien, for 
the house for the chemical engine. 

Ald. Geen held that the Chairman of the 
Committee had exceeded his power in the 
matter. 

Aid, Jas. Smith said they had not ex- 
ceeded the arrangement, which was to fit 
up the building and pay $18 per year for 
it. They had paid $100 per year before 
for an engine house, 

The item was passed, and the remainder 
of the report was adopted. 

The report of the Special Committee re 
the Grand Junction, was next brought up. 

Ald. Diekson said this report really in- 
volved the sum of $34,000. He went over 
the history of the bonus after its passage, 
claiming that the city was not liable, for the 
$25,000 due on completion to Hastings, as 
the road had not been completed to Has- 
tings by the date fixed by statute, namely 
August Ist, 1879. In the last Act passed 
by the Legislature this point was not 
touched upon, they being only bound by 
it to pay the second $25,000 on the com- 
pletion of the road to Peterborough by May 
Ist, 1881. There wasan express finding 
of Judge Armour that the first $25,000 had 
not been earned by the completion of the 
line to Hastings by tho date fixed. The 
matter was not one which should be gone 
into hastily. He considered that $150,000 
was too large a sum to giye to this Com- 
pany, who had built their sheds outside ot 
the Corporation, so as to escape the small 
amount of municipal taxation, and Mr, 
Bickford stated at a meeting at Peterboro’ 
that town would be made the headquarters 
of the Company. Besides this, he appar- 
ently proposed to make this line—a Tine 
which Belleyille had impoverished itself to 
help—a part of the Toronto and Ottawa. 

Ald, Niles moved that the report be held 
back for further consideration, and that 
the Solicitor be empowered to take the 
opinion of two leading counsel. 


Ald. Jellett, whilst considering that the 
city had given too much to the road, felt 
that we were bound to hand over the $50,- 
000 debentures and were required so to do 
by statute, We claim fromthe Company 
$2,000 for taxes and they claim from us 
$9,000 for interest. A suit was now pend- 
ing in Uhancery, and we would have to 
remain in litigation if the matter was not 
compromised,as whoover lost would doubt- 
leas go tothe Supreme Court. Having 
read the opinion of Mr. U, Moss, haviug 
heard that of Mr. Boyd, and having taken 
the opinion of the City Solicitor, he be- 
lieved we would fail and besides lose the 
$2,000 taxes—owing to the loose and in- 
formal way in which the property had 
been assessed, In the interest of the city 
it would, he considered, be wise to accept 
the compromise offected. Even if Ald. 
Dickson were right in his contention, he 
(Ald. Jellett) considered it would not be 
honorable to escape by a quibble such as 
he had raised. In his opinion, a large 
majority of ratepayers would favor the 
compromise, 

In reply to an inquiry, Ald. Dickson 
said the costa up to date amounted to 
about 860, 

Ald. St. Obarlos, as a momber of the 
Committee, said although the rond had not 
hovn folly completed to Hastings by August 
Ist, 1879, yet the rails had been inid and 
they were carrying freight at that time, 
which would have great woight in a court 
oflaw.

A TOMB OF SNOW, _ 


AN ENTIRE VILLAGE IN VIRGINIA 
BURIED. 


Heroism and Suffering of the Resi- 
dents. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun, 
writing from Berryville, Clark county, Va., 
Bays :— 

This evening, about dusk, Mr. Richard 
A. Ward, residing on the outskirts of the 
village, found a man lying in the snow by 
the roadside, partially insensible from cold 
and terribly emaciated. The stranger was 
at once removed to Mr, Ward’s residence, 
Where, after ho had been revived and sup- 
plied with food, which he devoured in a 
rayenous manner, he startled his preserver 
by ono of the strengest and most thrilling 
narratives of human distress that has over 
been chronicled, ‘The man stated that his 
pame was Roger 8. Cooper, and that he re- 
sided in the Village of Paris, a small town 
near the summit of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains, on the dividing line between Olark 
and London counties. He had volunteered 
to come to Berryville to urge the residents 
by all the ties of humanity aad manbood 
to organize a relief party and yo to the 
assistance of the yillagers, who were liter- 
ally buried in the snow, and the number of 
about three hundred were in danyér of 
death from both cold and hunger, 

The village of Paria is onthe west sido 
of the Blue Ridge, and it was directly ex- 
posed to the terrible north-westerly gale 
which began on the night of December 20. 
The villagors at firat beheld the snow with- 
out alarm, although, asthe flakes came 
steadily down, it became evident to them 
that the fall would be an uneasily deep one. 
For forty-eight hours the storm continued. 
On Wednesday night the snow was piled 
high above all the roads and paths, and 
was heavily drifted against houses. 
As the yillagers retired for the night 
the snow was coming down faster 
than ever, Oooper and his family occupied 
asmall cottage near the western slope of 
the plateau on which the village stands. 
He says that when he awoke Thursday 
morning he found it still dark, and suppos- 
ed that the day had not yet dawned. After 
remaining in bed for several hours, await- 
ing daybreak, he got up, and, lighting a 
lamp saw by the clock that it was half-past 
10. Somewhat puzzled he went tothe 
front door. It offered resistance to his 
push. To his astonishment he was con- 
fronted by a solid wall of snow. His house 
had been buried in a deep drift. His 
young wife and child, 4 hen iuformed of the 
position of affairs, at first became greatly 
alarmed, but were soon soothed by his as- 
assurances of satety. 

Cooper is a hardy, handsome young fel- 
low of tweaty-five. He was evidently a 


cool-headed, intelligent man. He said 
that the first thing that he did 
was tobuild a rousing fire, and insist 


on having breakfast before doing anything. 
That through, he took a long-handled 
shovel and started to cut his way through 
the imprisoning wall of snow. He made 
rapid headway at first, but had not pene- 
trated tive feet before he began to be 
troubled by the snow taken from the tun- 
nel. He had thrown it behind him on the 
floor, but it threatened soon to fill the en- 
tire interior. To add to the difficulty, it 
began to melt under the action of the fire, 
and inside ofan hour the floor ran with 
water. The husband and father struggled 
gallantly at his work, The snow flew from 
the little tunnel into the room, where his 
wife endeavored to pack it to one side, By 
three o'clock in the afternoon Cooper had 
cut a narrew pathway for nearly thirty feet 
without seeeing any signs of daylight. Sud- 
denly the roof of his tunnel dropped and 
he was buried in the snow. Putting forth 
desperate exertions, hestruggled to extricate 
himself. The snow was light and easily 
penetrated, Following the track of the 
tunnel, he finally succeeded in bursting in- 
to the doorway, to find his wife lying 
senseless on the floor. 

In describing his struggles through the 
snow, Ooopor shuddered. ‘The feeling of 
suffocation which came over me, ”’ he said, 
‘‘wasawful. Three orfour times, as I 
plunged blindly along, striving to keep in 
the course of the tunnel, my head struck 
against the hardened walls of the track I 
had cut through the snow. The relief I ex- 
perienced whenI burst into my house is 
indescribable. It was amiracle that L 
ever got outalive.”’ When he recovered 
from his exhaustion he succeeded in reviy- 
ing his wife, who was now completely pros- 
trated by cold and anxiety. 

By this time the fire in the house had 
died away, and the floor was coyered with 
an icy slush. Oooper made up his mind 
that theattempt to cut through the drift 
was impracticable. It occurred to him to 
try to get up the chimney. Placing 
his wife and child in bed,and covering them 
up warmly, he made the attempt. He as- 
cended with ease until ten feet from the 
top where the chimney narrowed,and there 
he stuck. He descended and got a hatch- 
et and chisel, Reascending the chimney 
until he was above the level of the roof,he 
cut his way through the brick wall. After 
an hour of severe toil he crawled out upon 
the peaked roof of his house. Bestriding 
the ridye,he took a survey of the situation. 
the snow had piled inan immense drift, 
reaching to the eaves against the front of 
his house. He could never’ haye cut his 
way out fromthe doorway, as he would 
have to penetrate nearly three hundred 
feet, only to find himself on the edge of a 
precipice overhanging a sheer fall of sever- 
al hundred feet into a small valley forming 
the western boundary of the plateau. 
Glance which way he would he saw noth- 
ing but round, unbroken mounds of snow, 
from many of which rose columns of smoke 
indicating that there were houses beneath. 

“Sitting on that ridge” said Cooper 
with the north wind whistling around me 
with cutting force and almost benumbed 
with cold, | shuddered as I thought of the 
condition of the inmates of those houses 
from which these columns of smoke were 
not rising.” Cooper found that the most 
availablo exit would be through the second 
storey window of his cottage, where the 
incline of the drift would make the distano 
to be out through the snow only about ten 
feot. Resuming his labora in that direc- 
tion, in about an hour ho had the satisfac- 

ion of seving daylight through the open- 


ing, and eventually with great difficulty | laughin 
made his way to the house of his father, | day, aft 


which, being ina more sholtered position, 
had escaped the worst fary of tho atofm. 


Tho men of the family soon brought Coop- | 
or’s wife and childin the samo way ho 
hiaself had gotten out, and the family 
were soon enjoying the warmthand comfort 
again, 

Christmas day dawned cold and dreary, 
bringing no gladness to the belated villag- 
ers. The dark sky and occasional scarry- 
ing flakes of snow were ominous of another 
storm. The only thermometer in the 
Village registered 10 degrees below zero at 
8 a. m,, and as the day advanced the mor- 
cury foll slowly until it registered 18 
degrees below. On Ohristmas night the 
suffering from cold, owing to the scarcity 
of fuel, was very great, and early the next 
day there were not half a dozen fires in the 
Village. The residents, in order to keop 
warm, were compelled either to remain in 
bed or to envelop themselves in extra 
clothing or blankets. At about ten o’clock 
the burgomaster, Thomas Aldine, went 
around and called for volanteers to assist 
in cutting a way into the house of a poor 
widow named Mrs. Kate Kitman, who, 
with two childron, occupied a cottage in 
one of the most exposed portions of the 
village. Nothing had been heard from 
her for several days, and there was no sign 
of fire from the ‘chimney. Within an 
hour about forty men were gathered around 
the house of the unfortunate widow, and, 
armed with shovels and hoes, went bravely 
to workin a blinding snowstorm. The 
first man to enter tho house was Mr. 
Aldine. Stretched upon the bed was Mrs. 
Kitman, stiff andcold in death, When 
the strong men had gently moved her 
corpse they found by her side two children 
who were carefully wrapped in a blanket 
and some old clothing. The mother had 
placed herself over them in the effort to 
keep themjwarm. Mary, the eldest child, 
was found to be past all aid, but the other, 
an infant eighteen months old, showed 
signs of animation, and in about two heurs 
was out of danger. 

The next day was Sunday, In the after- 
noon a ineeting of the villagers was held in 
the school-room. Peter Wright, a leading 
cititzen, presided, He spoke substantially 
as follows :—‘‘ Men, we have got to do 
something. As sure as there is a God above 
us, if we do not, there will not be a live 
man, woman, or child in the village within 
a week. Let us organize a Relief Com- 
mittee, who shall take charge of all the 
fuel and provisions we have among us. By 
living together in as few houses as possible 
we can greatly economize our fuel. We 
have got to act promptly, or the lives of 
our wives and daughters will be lost. If 
there is any man here who has anything to 
say let us hear him right away.

The committee remained in consultation 
fer about half an hour. When they re- 
turned, Mr. Wright, springing on a desk, 
announced the result quickly and forcibly. 
“Men, what I say the committee agree 
to. You willall be ready to hand over 
your supplies of wood and food to men who 
will be sent around for it to-morrow. We 
want everything—everything mind you— 
which you can eat or buro, It will be 
brought here and put under lock and key. 
A fixed quantity of food will be given out 
to each family, according to the number of 
persons. ‘J’o-morrow you will move with 
your families into the houses around this 
building, and the committee will see that 
as many go in each house as it will hold. 
These houses will be heated with fires sup- 
plied by the committee, and no one must 
touch them or put anything on them except 
the committee. Each day we will appoint 
a number of mon who will forage for food 
and wood. There are millions of birds 
frozen to death lying around in the woods 
about two miles from here, and if we can 
get through the snow we will not want for 
meat. All the barns and outbuildings not 
covered by drifts will be torn down for fuel. 
Now, this is all we have to say.” ‘ 
The next day the plans of the committee 
were faithfully carried out, and by night- 
fall the entire population of the village was 
gathered in about twenty houses in the 
immediate vicinlty of the school-house, 
which had been converted into a supply 
station. During the day the committee at 
times found some difficulty in enforcing 
the order for the surrender of food. Sev- 
eral of the villagers showed a disposition 
to rebel, but the inexorable committe, led 
by Mr. Wright, helped themselves indis- 
criminately, ignoring all complaints. Once 
aman named Emory refused to comply 
with the requisition, and when the com- 
mittee attempted to take the desired 
articles by force, he and his three sons seiz- 
ed their shot guns. Wright went up to 
Emory and knocked him down without a 
word of warning. ln a moment the re- 
bellious yillagers were all prisoners in the 
hands of the committee, who had quickly 
supported their leader.

Mull Point Notes. 


As a matter of general interest I send you a 
few statistics relating to the operations of 
the Messrs Rathbun at their mills here daur- 
ing the last season. In the cedar mill there 
was cut 45,000 six-inch railroad ties; 358,230 
seven-inch ties; 134188 field posts; 23,073 
faced posts ; 13,090,000 shingles ; 1,147,500 
lath ; 3,000,000 feet of lumber » nd timber. In 
the big mill there was cut 25,750,000 feet of 
lumber, In the sash factory thére were made 
25,000 doors; 455,000 feet of mouldings; 60,500 
pieces of turned maple; 100,000 pieces of 
chair stretchers turned ; 60,000 pine broom 
handles, 15,000 basswood broom hondles, all 
of which were shipped to Europe, Besides 
this there ware manufactured 7,000 windows 
of sash ; 4,000 of blinda; 3,000,009 feet of 
matched flooring and siding, besides millions 
of feet of other work, such as balusters,newell 

sts, hand rails and stairs, You can 
‘orm some idea of the extent of the business 
in stairs and hand rails, when I tell you that 
two of the best stair builders in Canada are 
kept constantly employed getting them out. 
Besides the export trade, thousands of doors 
and other work are shipped all over Canada, 

In the flouring mill they are running thir- 
teen hours a day and turn ont 125 bbls of 
flour in that time, or a little over 9} bbls per 
hour,

Extinct Cats, 

We can never be too thankful that we 
did not live in the pliocene or miocene 
periods. We may think that there are a 
good many cats at the present day, and 
that we saffer a good deal from them, but 
both in quantity and quality the pliocene 
and miocepe cats must haye been frightful. 
Prof. E, D. Cope has recently written a 
paper on the ‘Extinct Oats of Americ,” 
which is enough to make one’s flesh creep 
with horror, while at the same time it fills 
the heart with gratitude. - 

Prof. Cope has found the'fossil remains 
of no less than twenty-seven distinct spec- 
jes of cats, almost any one of which was 
larger, fiercer, and louder than any modern 
cat. The very names of these atrocious 
animals fill the mind with awe. Fancy the 
noise that a Hoplophoneus oredontis must 
have made when indulging in terms of en- 
dearment toward another cat of the same 
style. How tough and impossible to slay 
with ordinary boot-jacks must haye been 
the Nimravus gomphodus and what a danr 
gerous brute to meet with in a dark plio- 
cene coal cellar was the Smilodon fatalis | 
These were only a few of the forty-seven 
kinds of cats which made life a burden to 
unhappy men with whom they were con- 
temporary; andin all probability Prof. 
Cope will find a large quantity of additional 
cats before he gets through with his inves- 
tigations. e 

‘Yhese cats are found chiefly in the noigh- 
borhood of fossil back fonces, a fact which 
proves that their habits were eecvally, tho 
same as those of existing cats, althoug , of 
course, they were much more offensive, for 
the reason that the larger any bad habit 
may bo the more objectionable it is, No 
boot-jacks or beer bottles have, however, 
been found by Prof. Oope in either pliocene 
or miocene strata, This docs not prove, as 
the Professor sooms to imagine, that boot- 
jacks and beor bottles did not exist at the 
periods in question, but it rather indicates 
that contemporanoous men and women were 
no awed by the size and forocity of the cats 
that they did not have the heart to throw 
things at thom. : 

We can readily understand that it is nob

mals. Take for example the Nimravus gam- | 
phodus.

A Brave Boy. 


AN INCIDENT OF THE LATE HOLOCAUST IN A 
NEW YORK TENEMBNT—A boy's CoUR- 


AGE AND COOLNESS SAVES 
LIVES, Sane Fresh Cod, 
When the fire broke out it sent upa 
column of flame from the floor to the roof 
through the hallway. In an instant the 
wooden stairs and the framework was in a 
blaze. Smoke arose in yolumes, and its 
Sppearance in the rooms of the tenants 
was the first indication they had of the 
presence of danger. All accounts agree 
that they became panic stricken. Some 
sried to force thoir way upstairs and so 
onto the roof, But alas! the scuttle was 
hooked fast, and they could not open it 
right away. When it was finally opened 
the column of flame sprang out and roared 
and crackled fifteen feet high. Tho roof 
took fire, and the framework of the scuttle 
was soon ablaze, This shut off all escape 
in this direction. Then they turned to the 
fire escape. It too was ina blaze, and the 
fire that came out of the windows had so 
heated the iron that no man could touch it. 
Some jumped from the windows. One 
brave boy, Charles McKenna, saved three 
lives by such an heroic sction that his 
name should be recorded for eyer in terms 
of the warmest praise. He was in the 
room with his baby sister, five months old, 
a brother of three and a half years old,and 
a brother sged seven. His mother had 
gone out on an errand, he had just put on 
his coat and hat, and with his books on 
his arm was about to leave for school. He 
opened the door and turmed to kiss the 
little sister in the cradle, when a tongue of 
flame darted into the reom meeting him 
fairly in the face. With admirable pres- 
ence of mind he closed the door, and 
catching his younger brother in his arms 
darted to the window. As he threw it up 
he saw that escape was impossible, On the 
shed in the opposite yard were some 
men standing, and to them he called 
out to ‘* Catch the baby.” They brac- 
ed themselves to do it, he measured 
the distance with his eye, swong the 
child out of the window and threw it fairly 
into the arms of the people below. With- 
out waiting to see the result of his work he 
turned to his brother and tried to throw 
him out also. The lad resisted with a 
strength which the brave youth could not 
oyercome. ‘Stand here a moment,” he 
said, placing him in the middle of the room 
and then dofling his coat he went to the 
further corner of the apartment, and run- 
ning swiftly towards the open window 
caught the little fellow in his arms as he 
passed, ani before he could resist launched 
the lad into the air, into the strong arms 
held up to catch him as he fell. There yet 
remained the babe in the cradle. Hastily 
wrapping it in some clothing that was con- 
venient, and wrapping himself in a great 
coat at the same time, he drew the babe to 
his breast and once more climbed on to the 
window sill. There the brave boy stood 
facing the flames thatroared around him 
and almost hidden in the smoke that pour- 
ed out of every window and enveloped the

No Land Subsidy. 
The Glode is fertile in foolish objections 
to the Government scheme of building the 
Pacific Railway, one of tho most lately 
dovoloped of which is a declaration that 
the construction of the road shall be 
paid for in cash only, In its issue of Tues- 
day last the organ thus doscanta upon this 
project. 

The simple fact is that no ono can possibly 
act with any approach to certainty a price 
upon the lands in question, All caloulations 
in regard to their value are, to a large dogroo, 
more guess-work, So many anknown and 
constantly ohanging conditions underlie every 
ealoulation, that it would be impossible for a 
Solon, or a Solomon, to work out any definite 
or reliable result. The only thing certain in 
regard to the matteris that which has been 

* persistently urged by the Globe from the very 
boginning, viz., that those lands are of im- 
mense and constantly increasing value, and 
that to squander them by the million acres 
upon any company or syndicate would boa 


a rate that not only would immigration into 
the country be seriously checked, but there 
would be every probability that a consider- 
able exodus of the present population to the 
United States would ensue. Thus the 
progress of the country would be retarded 
for many years to come, and although the 
railway debt would in time be wiped out by 
the proceeds of the land sales, a heavy bur- 
den would have to be borne by the present 
generation and by that which will follow it; 
For these reasons, then, we consider the 
Globe's proposition as unjust and impracti- 
cable, as although it would be unfair to 
impose heavy burdens on posterity for the 
benefit of the present generation, it would 
be equally unfair to throw the whole bur- 
den upon the presentand succeeding gen- 
erations. Considering that the Globe is 
opposed to adding to the public debt, and 
that it it an enemy of high tariffs, the in_ 
consistency which it exhibits in patting for- 
ward such a scheme would be considered 
remarkable were it not that the organ is 
well known to be prepared to go any length 
in its opposition to the Government. 


A fairer proposition would be to offer no 
money subsidy for the construction of the 
railway; but this is impracticable, as no 
Company would undertake so heavy an in- 
yestiment as would be necessary in such 
case, Therefore the Government fell back 
upon the projéct of a mixed money and 
land subsidy,and the result will bo a benofit 

ey 
to men now living as well as to those who 
come after them. This is the only practic- 
able plan; itis the plan which both 
parties in the state have time and again 
endorsed ; and it isthe plan upon which 
the road will be built. 

It is, in any case, too late for the Opposi- 
tion organ toraise any objection, as it is 
estopped from doing eo by its advocacy of 
Mr. Mackenzie’s offer involving 54,500,000 
acres of land, which held good up to his 
dismissal from office by the people, and 
which was first made in 1874. For nearly 
five years, therefore, the Globe acquiesced 
in the disposal for railway purposes of 
more than twice as much of the North- 
West lands as the present Government now 
propose to give, and thus is its shameless 
inconsistency made manifest, as was that of 
its party in regard to the value of the lands 
in question. Oertainly the Syndicate bar- 
gain has had one good effect, namely in 
opening the eyes of the Grits to the value 
of the lands, which up to last year at al) 
events they considered as worth next to 
nothing, but which they now appraise at 
$5 per acre,

IN HOT WATER.

His land bill does 
not giye satisfaction tothe Home Rulers, 
the Irish Liberals or the extreme Radical 
wing of his party in England, The result 
may not improbably be the defeat of his 
Government, unless the Conseryatiyes 
assist in passing the Government moasures. 
The best thing that could happen would 
be the return to power of the Conservatives, 
who would deal with Irish disaffection as 
it deserves in the first place and subse- 
quently make reasonable reforms. 


MORE ENDORSATION. 

Apublic meeting which was held at 
Richmond Hill under Grit auspices declar- 
edin favor of the Government.

A Little Girl Kidnapped. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF MOLRIS HAS A LITTLE SEN- 
SATION, 


A fow nights ago Mr. John A, McEwen, 
J. P., of the township named, was aroused 
at a very unseasonable hour from his slum- 
bers by a number of men,who apppeared to 
be in a very oxcited frame of mind. The 
worthy J. P. immediately admitted his 
midnight visitors, and was informed by 
Mr. Rule, who lives in the township of 
Morris, about three miles from the village 
of Molesworth, that they camo to consult 
him upon a case of abduction which had 
occurred, The following particulars were 
given of the affair:—Dayid Oox married 
Mr. Rule's daughter, who died about ten 
years ago in giving birth to an infant daugh- 
ter. This child was reared and educated 
so far by its grandparents, who regard the 
little girl as one of their own children, and 
were about to take her away with tho rest 
of the family to Manitoba,to which country 
they are about shortly to emigrate, Oox 
having mourned the decease of his firat 
wife for a decent period, took to his bosom 
a second helpmeet, who has presented him 
with a sccond progeny of olive branches, to 
whom the father has, at frequent intervals, 
wished to add his child by the tirst wife. 
Every overture having this object for its 
aim had been scornfully rejected by the 
grandparents of the little girl So the 
father being impelled to bring matters to a 
crisis by the rumored emigration ot his 
parents-in-law, took the law in his own 
hands, seized his daughter on the road,and 
carried her offin despite of her loud cries 
and screams. He was pursued for some 
distance, but escaped with his prize, The 
object of this untimely visit to the Magis- 
trate may, therefore, be divined. The 
grandfather wanted a warrant to empower 
him to resume possession of his grandchild, 
But the Magistrate informed him that iu a 
question of right as to who was the proper 
custodian of the little girl he had no juris- 
diction whatever. He, however, inclined 
to the belief that the father, who is in good 
circumstances and a reputable man, has a 
right to take possession of his child, but 
whether he coulddo so in the way he did 
he was not prepared to say. Mr. McEwen, 
therefore, declined to assume th> respon- 
sibility of granting a warrant.

The Iron-Clad “Inflexible.” 


(London News, Dec, 18th.) 


At last the /nflezible is all but complete. 
Her length between the perpendiculars is 320 
feet, her extreme breadth 75 feet, her draugnt 
23 feet forward and 25 feet aft. Her armor- 
plating varies from 16 inches to 24 inches, 
with a backing of from 17 to 25 inches thick, 
and she will carry four 80 ton guns, three of 
whioh are now on board. From the guns 
projectiles of over 1,200 pounds are thrown, 
the charges varying from 350 pounds to 400 
pounds, It is avticipated that these guns 
would be able to send a shot through 20 
inches of solidiron. The Jnjlexible has also 
a torpedo tube, from which one of these ter- 
rible missiles may be discharged for a distance 
of from 700 to 1,000 yards at a depth of nine 
feet below water, The reservoir from which 
the torpedo is charged hasa pressure up to 
1,500 pounds. Her engines are expected to 
indicate a horse-power of 3,000. Her esti- 
mated speed is fourteen knots, and she has a 
coal capacity of 1,700 tons, There are en- 
gines in almost every partof the ship—no leas 
than 38 sets altogether, which are in charge 
of ten engineer officers, under whom are six- 
teen engineroom artificers and 120 stokers. 
Her displacement is 11,400 tons, and her first 
estimated cost was £521,000, but to this there 
must have been material additions. One of 
the most peculiar features of the Jnjflexible is 
the castle which protects her Instead 
of a breastwork erected on her hull round the 
gune, the sides of the vessel are carried to a 
height of 20 feet above the water for a length 
of 190 feet, and are joined by walls 75 feet 
wide, so as to form a citadel or castle; attach- 
ed to it is the hull, which is provided witha 
rain, bow and twin screws and covered with a 
plating of iron Sinches thick. he castle, 
which is connected with the hull, is so 
contrived as to provide the guns with 
a full command of the horizon; 
and at the same time to render a flying deck 
unnecessary, while it affords fair accommo- 
dation for officers and men, The engines are 
completely isolated, so that if one broke 
down the other could be depended upon. 
Another important novelty is the arrange- 
ment ofthe armor. The belt line is 24 
inches thick, but the armor is not attached 
inasolid thickness of 2 feet. The plating 
is in two thicknesses of 12 inches each, an 
the two plates of iron do not touch each 
other, but are separated by a large gap, 
which is filled with a complete mass of wood 
andiron work. Thus, a shell penetrating 
the Injflexible would encounter first, 12 inches 
of iron, then a thick mass of wood, then 12 
inches more iron, and tinally the ordinary 
backing. The arrangement of the turrets, 
which carry armor 18 inches thick, is novel. 
Instead of being placed in a direct line with 
the keel, as in other monitors, they are 
placed obliquely—one looking to starboard 
and the other be pork, Another pecularity of 
the Inflexible is the extent to which hydrau- 
lio power is omployed. For example, from 
the time the shot and powder are taken from 
the magazine to the actual charging of the 
guns no manual labor whatever is used, The 
chamber for shot is divided into six compart- 
ments, the huge projectiles lying therein in 
piles. Over each compartment is a lifting 
block and rail. The shot is raised from the 
heap and deposited on a small truck running 
on & miniature railway. The powder is in 
cases in another chamber. This is tTaised 
in a similar manner and placed on the track 
which then conveys its load along the railway 
to a hoist, by which it is raised to the citadel 
deck, Tho muzzle of the gun projecting from 
the turret is depressed, On the gun reach- 
ing its proper position it is charged by means 
of arammer worked by hydraulic power, and 
again raised in readiness for firing.

Four of the largest steol wire ropes over 
made in the United States havo been shipped 
from Trenton, New Jorsey., for use in the 
Brooklyn bridge. Every rope 1s 1,650 foot in 
lengh, threo inches in dinmotor, and their ag- 
grogato woight is 102,495 pounds, 

It was tho splondid jewels worn by Mme, 
Robillard, the wife of a tobacoo manufac. 
turor, at a ball at the Tuilorios, in 1810 that 
firat gave Napoloon the idea of making the 
tobacco trade a State monopoly, It yields 
now to the French Government an Annual 
profit of about $50,000,000.

He is 
then exactly on the meridian at nix o'clock 
and sets at midnight, The lessening distance 
between Satura and Jupiter is a noteworthy 
point during the month, The planet now 
sets atl o’clock;at the endof the month 
about 11 o'clock.

time. 


Neither of these objects will, we venture 
to say, be served, as people are not so easily 
led astray by false cries, and asa rule are 
able to penetrate the: factious motives of 
Unprincipled’ agitators. Thoy will, in the 
first place, doubt the financial standing of 
the ‘‘ new Syndicate,” and with reason ; for 
although{certain of its members are beyond 
question men of large means, there are 
others of them who are not large capitaliste, 
and it would be a dangerous thing to place 
so large an enterprise in their hands, and 
so ron the risk of failure.

Meeting on Saturday Evening 

in the Ward. 
eT QAMIZED AND THB LOWBST. OFFEE YET 


MADE TO TMB GOVERNMENT FORMULAT- 
ED. 


(From the Mail.) 


The Government appears likely to suc- 
coed in getting the national road built far 
more cheaply than was surmised a short 
time ago by oven the most sanguine of its 
supporters. Now syndicates are being 
formed all over the country, and Toronto 
men aro taking the lead in organization. On 
Saturday evening a large and influential 
meeting including representatives of near- 
ly all the provinces of the Dominion, was 
held at the Cobweb, in the Ward, for the 
purpose of forming another company. The 
meeting wasdue tothe sense felt by a 
number of reliable men that the country 
should not be given oyer to the tender 
mercies of aristooratic sharpers of any de- 
scription. Among the prominent persons 
prorent were Messrs. Push-cart Sheppard, 

. O.0., Toronto; his Worship Mayor 
Dwan, of Stanley Street, Toronto; Serjeant 
Major Joe Boof, of the Canteen, Montreal; 
M. W. D. Piles, of Victoria, British OCol- 
umbia; Hon. Springheel Dick, of Hamil- 
ton; Paddy Rats, Esq:, Toronto; Gory 
Toothpick, nephew of Sitting Bull, from 
the Saskatchewan valley; Judge McGoher- 
ty, Toronto; Francis Xavier Beaudry, K. 
W. H., of Montreal, and other well-known 
men, Push-cart Sheppard, D. U.C., was 
moved into the chair, and called the moet- 
ing to order shortly after eight o'clock. 


THE STATE OF AFFAIRS, 


The CHarnman explained the object of 
the meoting, and said he had gone to some 
trouble to insure an attendance of repre- 
sentative men. 

Hon. Sprrvcuver Dice asked for a plain 
exposition of the present state of affairs. 

The CHAIRMAN :—Dat’s jus’ whot I’re 
goin’ to gib yuah. In de fus place dar’s de 
offah ob dem vile white niggahs, de fussin- 
racket, what's to get dis hull great people 
into dar resinous grip fo’ de simple puttin’ 
out dar hands and graspin’ tree hundred 
millyuns ob dollahs—dat’s what Blake says 
an’ if he doan’ kuow l’se a niggah. De in 
de the sockund party ob de secun’ part 
kar’s de Howland conglomerashing, and 
dem secun’ party ob de secun’ part is jist 
goin’ to make heaps out ob it, it tell yer— 
heaps. Dendar'sde tird offah what I 
recognized in de Saint John Sun ob Wed- 
nesday what I was cogitatin’ ovah, as 
follows, (The hon, gentleman then pro- 
ceeded to read the following, referred to 
editorially in the St. John, N. B., Daily 
Sun of Wednesday, the 12th inst.) ;— 

‘Mr, Gorman accordingly telegraphed a

formed. No money wanted, Basing prospects 
on Blake's land valuation. Halifax will take 
large interest based on Anglin’s figures.

Bismarck 
promises large Jewish emigration. Parnell 
guarantees t exodus Irish landlords. This 
company will offer Government one-half net pro- 
ceeds road first ten years. Forma sinking fund, 
pay off total cost of road to date. 
(Signed) “AnpREW J. GORMAN,” 

- “Dis heah skeem,” continued the chair- 
man, “‘ is berry plausical, but in my 'pinion 
is not fee-simple. Daris allahs shua to be 
a discrepancy between de sinkin’ fund an’ 
de tresurah’s accounts ; I knows dia myself

The Syndicates’ Option in the 
Uhoice of Land. 


Sir Charles Tupper’s reply to Mr. Blake 
on this point at Montreal was clear, clever, 
conclusive and amusing wherewithal. It 
is thus reported in the Gazette : 

CHOICE OF LANDS 
to the Syndicate. deny that we give 
them the choice. I say here that Mr. 
Blake cannot find that statement in the 
contract. (Qheers,) 1f anything has given 
me confidence in this contract, it is that 
subjected to the microscope criticism of 
the ablest special pleader in Oanada, it has 
come out of the trial without his being able 
to put his finger ona blot. (Prolonged ap 
plause). If anything has given me special 
confidence in this contract itis the fact 
that in order to make a case against it, Mr. 
Blake and every other public man, aud the 
press supporting him, havo been obliged to 
misstate the contents of the contract. The 
Witness yesterday published the contract, 
and I thank them for haying done so, be- 
cause it will wipe out a score of misrepre- 
sentations that kave been made about it 
from day to day tothe people. I invite 
thoze who have a file of that paperto take 
the criticisms in reference to this contract 
and read them side by side with the con- 
tract itself, which, late in the day, they 
yentured to publish, and they will find 
that is only when there is any material 
quantity of land not fit for settlement 
that the Syndicate can refuse the land. 
(Applause). As Ihave said before, the 
only land placed at our disposal is the 
100,000,000 acres fairly fit for settlement, 
How is the sclection tobe made? I will 
read for the information of some sceptical 
gentlemen, who seem to think that Mr. 
Blake would not ventare upon such mis- 
statements, the clause of the contract and 
allow him to be the judge. The clause states 
the insufficient quality of land ‘ shall be 
made up from other portions to be selected 
by the company in the tract known as the 
fertile belt—" (hear, hear, and interrup- 
tions). Wait until you hear the balance ; 
you are always apt to mias the hird if you 
go off at half cock (great laughter). ‘* In 
the tract known as the fertile belt, that is 
to gay the land lying between parallels 49 
and 57 degrees of north latitude or else- 
where, at the option of the Oompany.” 
What option has the Oompauy? Mr. Blake 
said they were to be the choicest lands in 
the fertile belt of the North West. All the 
option that this Company has in the seleg- 
tion of these lands, is the option of going 
up tothe Peace River, but not anywhere 
in the fertile belt, (prolonged applause.) 
Becayse this goes on as I will show you to 
define exactly how the lands are tobe select- 
ed in the fertile belts :—‘* That isto say 
the land lying between the paralells 49 and 
57 degrees of north latitude or elsewhere 
at the option of the Company by the grant 
therein of similar alternate sections extend- 
ing back 24 miles deep on each side of any 
branch line or lines’of railways to be loca- 
ted by the Company.” Thus the case stands, 
and I invite you to read this clause for 
yourselves, If the Company choose to go 
out of the fertile belt, they have the option 
of taking lands in the Peace River district, 
but if they take lands in the fertile belt, 
the Jand is only given in alternate sections 
of asquare mile front and twenty-four 
miles deep on each side of the Canadian 
Pacite Railroad or any” branch line they 
may construct.

Tho qualifications for initiation into thin class 
are not personal, but conventional, Reoogni- 
tion by tho loaders of this class is the one 
thing needful; if you have that you bave the 
entree in that class, no matter what your hs 
sonal qualifications may be, , Some people like 
this class on account of its casy terms; all you 
havo to do to secure a position in it is to ob- 
tain recognition; neither personal merit ner 
personal oxortion is necessary, The mass of 
the people do not and nevor have sympathized 
with this select few, This clses obtains the 
defe:once and respect of the gon+ral public in 
proportion to their actual merits. If a con- 
ventional or fashionable socicty possesses real 
merit aud if its tendencies are good, it is an 
honor and a benefit to belong to it; but when 
it is corrupted by vice, shows a lack of sym- 
pathy with intellectual pursuits, or is distin- 
fuished by frivolity and irreverence, it is no 
honor but a disgrace to be a member of it, no 
matter how select it may be. 

Society must be divide}, No person can 
visit every person, Sooicty must be divided 
into visiting circles, But the question should 
not be a question of sociel superiority and 
rank, but a question of sympathy, Unfortun- 
ately the question is at present made one of 
social rank, We aro too apt to recognise and 
adopt distinctions indicative of social rank. 
This is supremely ridiculous whon looked at 
in its proper light A gentleman from Mont- 
real once told me that society in that city 
is divided into 774 ranks, with their lines of 
demarcation distinctly drawn. For instance, 
one rank of shoemakers would not associ,te 
with another rank because the firat rank did 
ladies’ work, while the other rank did the 
coarse work, (Laughter.) 

This question of Rospectability is now of 
the greatest importance, The desire to pos- 
sess a quality torender ourselves respectable 
is unanswerable. It is an instinct of our na- 
ture, ‘ho desire to be hunorably distioguish- 
ed ia a great stimulus to human progress and 
refinement and to the development of sogial 
life. Itis more powerful than all other 
causes put together, Withoutit human so- 
ciety would soon stagnate and become cor 
rupt. This form of Resp ctability is but to 
be included in those forms which are censur- 
able and to be avoided, 

Another form of Respectability outside of 
the subject directly under consideration is the 
respectability arising from genius, comma>d 
ing talents, a distioguishsd career, or a groat 
reputation, Fashionable society loves to get 
great men around its tables—to lionize them, 

t thinks if it can gain the homage of such 
men the qualities which distinguish them be- 
come itsrun. It wishes to appropriate this 
respectability. But the respectability which 
belongs to genius, to talent, to a great career, 
ora great reputation, belongs to the individuals 
who own them, 

The Respectability of the church and the 
respectability of official position are also out- 
side the subject under consideration. 

Tn all ages and places there have been social 
distinctions, Iu aitages and places there have 
been efforts to destroy socia] digtinction. 
Caste in India is the one extreme; Com 


ciety on religious grounds, One clos of per- 
sons will indulge 1 amusenients which an- 
other jJast will Gonsider wrongs Tt idvut of 
the’queéstion that these two classed shall mix 
togethor in socioty, Itié nowishonor to be 
exoluded from certain ciccles of society on 
account of your religious principles; it is an 
honor.

4 ess one? No, Everyone who can should 
dress respeotably, but no one should fallinto 
the error of regarding dress an an clemedt of 
respectability, Is wealth? No, . Wealth 
may bo posscssed by a monster in crime, by 
a fool, or by a sordid miser. Wealth con- 
fors power, but power is quod or bad accord. 
ing tohow it is used. When good men 
possoss wealth it confers respectability, be- 
cause in their hands it is an instrument of 
good, But wealth is not an clement of re- 
spectability, Is etiquette? No, All the 
respectability many peoplo possess is a little 
knowledge of etiquette—the grips and pasa- 
words of politeneas—and yet thay are not 
respectable, Is politeness? It isa mark of 
respectability—an effect not a cause Ile 
work? Yes, Work is an olement of re- 
sp otability. Tho 6ld worship was for 
captains of armed men; the new worship is tor 
captains of tools, Work makes a man reapect- 
able, Gladstone works harder than any man 
in Bellev ie, The Queen isa hard worker, 
and loses very few minates in the day. This 
is br‘in Work. Itis noble and respectable ; 
but the work of a mechanic is also noble and 
respectable, Some merchants think they 
cannot bereally respectable until they can retire 
from busincss and live on their money. This 
is absurd. Asifaman became respectable 
the moment he became idle! Why respect 
is for the man at work, no matter what the 
wrk is so long as it is honest. Character is 
the esse: co of respeoaullity. A man is no 
more reape table because he occupies a high 
position than he would become taller by 
climbing a hil), A man who possesses nat- 
ural respectability of character posseases that 
which gives value to every other faculty 
which ne may possess, and which would, 
with mental endowments, make a man one 
of nature’s noblemen, a princefamong men, 

In this country every man mby be os re 
spectable as he pleaser. ‘Thero is a free and 
open field for all, There is a great responsi- 
bility resting upon us as Christian men and 
women. The progress and development of 
society depends upon our thoughts with regard 
to Christian character and respectability. The 
Christian thought of the day certainly «ught 
to mould public opinion in regard to respecta- 
bility. »The Church should coatrol the fash- 
ions, I.stead of conforming to the world, it 
should make the world conform to it, When 
that day comes, it will be Christian, godly, 
holy, heavenly, to be respectable. Then, so- 
cial distinctions, instead of dividing ‘people, 
and producing envy, silly pride, and an bost 
of minor sins, will tend to purify human mo- 
tives, broaden and strengthen men’s sympa- 
thies, elevate the human character, and pro- 
mote the general welfare of humanity.

~The Gaol “Investigation, 


Wevwuspay, Jan. 19, 1881, 

The investigation was resumed this morning 
at 10 o'clock, 

Tho tirat witnoss called was 

Titos. Downs, who testified as follows :-— 
I am aconatable in the Relleville Police force F 
have been io that position near twelvo years ; 
have fréquontly taken prisonors to gaol / know 
the 1 officials well; have seen Mr, Gilbert, 
turnkey, in a house of /Il-fame kept by Maggie 
Cole; it was between 2 and 8 o'clock in the 
morning ; I met Gilbert and another man 
named John Whitton coming out of the door ; 
I saw bim thoro before this, at different times ; 
have seen him also at another disreputable 
house kept by Mrs. Knight; have seen him 
there frequently ; these are the only two places 
of the kind in which I have seen him; have 
seen him in both these places after midnight ; 
with the exception of Mrs. Knight, all the 
keepers and frequenters of both these houses 
had been inmates of the gaol: have heard ru- 
mors as to improper practices on the part of 
Gilbert ; a female prisoner, Mary Smitb, told 
me & year last fall, ia the police station, that 
she bad seen Gilbert taking improper liberties 
with Amanda Bailey, a female prisoner, ia the 
gaol; she also told this to Sergt. MoCrudden ; 
Michael McFarland, now in Central Prison, 
aleo told me that ho had seen men and women 
toyether in the women’s corridor, 

Mery Siri, a prisoner and a former wit- 
ness, was here produced, She emphatically 
denied having ever told either Constable 
Downs or Sergt. McOradden that she had 
secon what Downs alloged. 


Mr, Downs resumed his evidence: I heard 
Jas. Mackie boast of having taken impropor 
liberties with female prisoners; have heard a 
man named George Reeves boast ef the same 
thing. Never heard any woman except Mary 
Smith say anything that would lead me to be- 
lieve that such had been the case; when I have 
brought femalo prisoners tothe gaol Gilbert 
would generally receive them, The matron 
sometimes would, but very seldom; have 
known the matron take msle prisoners from 
my hands and lock them in their cells after I 
had searched them; this may have happened 
five or six times; she would take the keys 
out of asmall drawer, unlock the male cor- 
ridor, and lo>k the prisoners io their cells; 
have not known this to take place within a 
year; as a general thing Gilbert. was present 
when | came with prisoners; the gaoler would 
also be present, but not always, 

Mr. Burpert, counsel for Mr. Gilbert, here 
came over to the reporters’ desk and asked 
whether they conld swear to this report of 
the evidence, as it was probable the present 
witness would be indicted for perjury. 

The In-Pecror protested against this action 
of Mr. Burdett’s, He said it was nothing 
more than a threat to the witness, 

Mr. Burpertr said he did not intend the 
witness to hear his remarks to the reporters. 

Ia reply to the Inspector the witness said 
that he had plenty of witnesses to corroborate 
his evideuoce. 

To Mr. Wallbridge—When 1 brought pris- 
oners tothe gaol I brought them into the 
turnkey’s rom, Would not consider it prop- 
er for the matron to search female prisoners 
in his presence, Cannot swear that Gilbert 
did or did not call the matron to receive fe- 
toale prisoners from his hands, When Mrs. 
Meyers placed prisoners in the cells I always 
went with her, Donot remember ever asking 
for Meyers and not seeing him. 

To Mr. pnurdett —I know that it is report- 
ed that the poline force of the city is about to 
be reduced. I do not expect to be dismissed 
from the force.

On one occa- 
sion about four months ago | was sent for to 
attend a female prisoner who had taken sud- 
denly ill. When I arrived, the female pris- 
oners (about 13 or 14) were all out of their 
cells and in the corridor, and were creating 4 
great disturbance, It struck me as being 
rather strange that the women should bs out 
of their celis, and I at once gaye instructions 
that they should return to them. This is the 
only occasion on whichI found the women 
out of their cella when I entered the female 
corridor at night. Never saw anything be- 
tween the matron and the prisoner Howard 
that attracted my attention, The women 
who have been in the gaol have never reported 
to me any undue familiarity with them either 
on the part of officials or visitors. 

To Mr. Wallhridge—There is no special diet 
specified for the aiok in the gaol regulations : 
it is left to the gaol physician, When I pre- 
sented diet for sick prisoners, I usually gave 
my instructions verbally. I never counter- 
manded jn writing the order to place Dr, 
Allen on the sick-list, I cannot givethe exact 
date in which I countermanded this order 
verbally. From my knowledge of the man- 
agement of the gaol, I should be inclined to 
say that Mrs. Meyers was a good matron, aad 
discharged her duties well, though if I was 
selecting a matron I think I could have made 
a better choice. 

To Mr. Burdett—From what I saw of 
Gilbert I considered him the most efficient 
officer in the gaol; I did not see 30 much of 
the gaoler as of tho other officials, but I 
never thought him to bo anything than an 
honorable man and a good official. 

The investigation was hero adjourned for 
half an hour.

Public Works Report, 
Tho Report of the Commissioner of Pub- 

lio Works for 1880 relates. chiefly to im- 
provements and repaies on public buildings, 
under the supervision of the Government 
architect, and lecal public works under that 
of the Government engineer, The build- 
inya repaired or improved wore Government 
House, the Parliament Buildings, the 
various asylums for the insane, the asylums 
for idiots, the institutes for the blind and 
the deaf and..dumb, the. Agricultural Col- 
lege, the Normal Schools at Toronto and 
Ottawa, and the reformatories, The public 
works ref ton the report aro chiefly 
such as hay n nudortaken with a view 
to reting beet systemns of the lum- 
bering districts of the Province more 
serviceable. 

Under the head of ‘‘ Extension of Rail- 
ways,” thore is a statement of the mileage 
of railway completed during the year. The 
following are the roads, specilied :—Grand 
Junction, Georgian Bay and Wellington, 
Stratford and Huron, Credit Valley, On- 
tario and Pacific Junction, Napanee and 
Quebeo, and Canada Central. 

The total amount of railway completed 
within the Province of Ontario up to the 
clo of 1880 was 2,014 miles, of which 
1,454 mi hafe been finished since Con- 
fedoration. Of railway under.construction 
there are at present 510 miles, of which 

the greater part is expected to be complet- 
ed and ready for traffic before the close of 
tho current year. The amount actually 
completed during 1880 was a little over 66 
miles.

V Apne Education Heport 


The report fer 1880 contains a mass of 
statistical information respecting the High 
and Public Schools which affords ample 

of comparing 1879 with the years 
preceding it, and of ascortaining the rate 
of progress of educational work. The total 
receipta for Public School purposes from 
all sources during 1879 was $3,226,730, 
and the expenditure $2,833,084, both sides 
of the account showing a slight decrease as 
compated with 1878, while the total num- 
ber of children of school age in the Pro- 
Vince—494,424 shows a slight increase. 
Both the registered and the average attend- 
ance show a decrease, the latter of 5,146. 
The number of schools reported in 1879 
mwas 5,123, and the number of teachers 
6,596, the latter an increase of 123. There 
were six township boards in operation, 
namely, in Enniskillen, Tuckersmith, 
Macaulay, Morrison, McKellar, and Chris. 
tie. Thenumber of R. C. separate schools 
was 191, a decrease of 15 ; the number of 
teachers employed was 346, an increase of 
13. 

The total High School receipts from all 
sources amounted to $417,461, and the ex- 
penditure to $400,788, the former showing 
a slight decrease and the Jatter an increase, 
The number of schools was 104, and of 
pupils 12,136, the latter an increase of 
1,562, Tho numberof first-class candidates 
who obtained certificates during the year 
was 13, all from the Toronto Normal 
School ; the number of second-class cor- 
tiftcates was 446, of which 250 were from 
Toronto and 216 from the Ottawa Normal 
School. The namber of County Model 
Schools was.51, and the number of third- 
class certiticates issued 1,295. The num- 
ber of teachers placed on the superannuated 
list during the year 1879 was 360. The 
report of the Minister concludes with a 
brief summary of the amevdments made 
during 1879 in the School law.

The Gaol Investigation, 


On the resumption of the proceedings, 
WILLIAM STEVENSON was eWorn and gaid ; 
—I have been in gaol threo or four times 


under sentence. Was lact in three years rgo 
last July ; wasin about two weeks prior to 
my beiog sont to Central Prison, Wasinthe 
lower ward on that oovasion, The c-ll I oC- 
cupied was the one farthes} away from the 
door. On ono occasion I sawa female pris 
oner come from the female side of the gaol 
and go down toward tho prison kitchen to the 
place whore tho farnace way, incompany with 
amale prisoner named George Reeves, Tho 
female prisonor was cithor Amanda Bailey or 
Annie Fostor, Sho turned the key in the 
kitohen door when she wont down. They 
remained together ten or fifteen minutes, al. 
ter which the female came up and went back 
into the female part of the gaol. Resves was 
acting as ccok at the time. I saw the occur- 
rence through the bars of the corridor; saw 
no officora about; spoke to Reaves about it 
afterwards; ho told me that the fact was as 
1 suspected, On anothor ocoasi-n, when I 
Was in gaol on a previous commitment, I saw 
the came occurrenco between’ Reeves and 
either Bailey or Foster. 

(The gaol register was produced and the 
name of Annie Foster could not be found.) 

The witcess procecdel—I kaow the girl's 
name was Foster because sho was so called 
both in and ont of the gaol. She was in the 
gaol at the same time as the woman | Fradette, 
charged with poisoning her husband, Hoth 
times Reyes toll ine that he had had im- 
proper familiarity with the women. On one 
occasion, when I was sweeping the front hall, 
T saw Gilbort coming out of Amanda Bailey's 
cell into the corridor at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing: She came cut shortly after. I do not 
know that there was a partition door upstairs 
atthat timo. Did not see Gilbert go in the 
corridor that morping by ths front way. Do 
not think the matron was in the corridor at 
the time, I heard before this that Gilbert 
and Bailey were pretty intimate Did not 
tell the gaoler or matron what I saw. These 
three orcasions are the ouly times that I have 
seen impropricties in the gaol, 

To Mr. Clute,—Wouldnot swear that I 
have not been in gaol twenty times, I work 
for my living, Am employed by Mr, St. 
Charles. Would not swear whether the two 
occasions first mentioned by mo took place in 
the forenoon or afternoon, On the first oc- 
casion 1 was in the lower corridor, “Do not 
remember the names of any of the prisoners in 
the corridor with me, Did not hear any word 
pass between Reeves and the girl when they 
met and went down the stops, Will not 
awear that Gilbert was turnkey at this time, 
When they went down I saw the girl turn a 
little to the left, towards the sink, Talked 
of the affair to the prisoners, but do not re- 
member to whom. When I saw Gilbert com- 
ing out of Bailey's cell inthe morning there 
was a wooden partition between the male and 
female sides of the building. Mr, Gilbert 
knew J was at work in the front hall, baviog 
set me to workswecping. Did not see him go 
into the cell. Do not know which way he 
went down stairs, Do not know whether the 
matron had immediately preceded him into the 
corridor, Know it was Bailey’s cell he came 
out of because I raw her come out shortl 
nt Never spoke of this to any gaol of- 

cial, 

To Mr. Burdett—I first mentioned this a 
week ago last Friday at O’Brien’s Hotel On 
reaming over Gilbert’s evidence, in which he 
said that he never entered the female corridor 
alone, 1 remarked that it was not true. 
There were several persons present when t 
said this. I do not hy my evidence mean to 
convey the idéa that Mr. Gilbert was guilty 
of improper conduct with female prisoners. 
On the occasion which [I have mentioned 
Gilbert might have been called into the cor- 
ridor by the matron to assist her in some, 
thing. Fifteen minutes might haye elapsed 
between the times that Gilbert and Bailey 
came out of the cell. During this time Bailey 
might have entered the cell without my see- 
ing her. WhenI heard tho rumors about 
Gilbert and female prisoners I did not place 
much reliance on them, It would only take 
me four or five minutes togweap that portion 
of the hall from which I could obtain a view 
of the female corridor. After I got through 
aweeping the hall Icame back to dust the 
bars, and it was then that I saw Bailey com- 
ing outofthe cell. Bstween the time that I 
naw Gilbert come out and the time I saw 
Bailey come out, the matron might have come 
in and gone out of the corridor three or four 
times. 


Kare Frrzceratp was the next witness, 
She testified os follows :—I am a married wo- 
map j have been married seven years. Haye 
been in the Belleville gaol twice. The last 
time I was committed wasthe 19th of Inst 
July, and I was sentenced fora month. The 
first time was about six years ago, when J was 
sentenced fortwo months. The last time | 
was committed there were fourteen women 
committed at the same time, I was committed 
for keeping a house of ill-fame. Was not in 
the gaol on the Sunday that Mackie, Taylor 
and DeMott visited it. On two occasions I 
saw Mrs. Meyers admit a man to seea prisoner 
named Nellie Fletcher. She admitted him to 
the yard gate, and stood by while he con- 
veraed with Fletcher. The man shook hands 
with Flotoher, but did not kiss her, On both 
occasiens be brought her tea and sugar and 
lemons, Hehanded them to Fletcher in a 

aper bag ; Mrs, Meyers took them from him, 
ooked into the bag, and then gave it to 
Fletcher. Ihave known Gilbert, on four or 
five occasions, let Mackie in to see Lulu Ellis. 
Gilbert always stood by on these occasions, 
near enough to oyerhear any conversation. 
Once I saw Mackie admitted, then go away 
and come back shortly after with two com, 
panions. Do not remember which officer was 
resent on this occasion, Mackie always 
Brought Lulu Ellis tea and sugar and 
lemons when he came to see hor, Mackie 
always handed the parcel direct t» Ellis after 
showing it to Gilbert. Never saw any whis- 
key or heer in the gaol. Saw Gilbert bring 
other men to the gate to talk with fomale 
prisoners, without the matron being present, 
While I wasin the last time I was never 
locked in my cell at night. While I was 
there none of the women wero locked in their 
o)|s at night, except a colored woman who 
was slightly insane, Somotimes we would 
sing and dance in the corridor at night and 
made a good deal of noiso, We would not 
have a light except when one of the prigongra 
was sick, whea we would be allowed a candle, 
Nearly the whole time | was in there was 
someone sick, so that wo had a light nearly 
every night. When Gilbert brought the 
meat into the corridor the matron would 
nover bo present, In tho morning sho would 
bring us enough bread to last du ing the 
aA day, and that is tho last wo would see 
of hor at meal times, Novor saw any Impro- 
prioty between the turnkey and any female 
prisoner, nor botween the matron andl any 
malo prisoner. Nover saw tho gaoler in tho 
fomale corridor withoyt tho matron,

summer there wore threo Women on the sick 
listt—Mro, Moa#, Klizabeth Haines and Flog. 
once Potts; there was nota timo when there 


wae no sickness; Wo may have boon lot cut of |

A Romance of Canadian Law. 


A DEAD MAN FOR 27 YHARS A PHAINTIFF IN 
OHANCERY, 

More than twenty-seven years ago & Boa- 
faring mao pamed William Mellroy was tho 
owner of « farm in tho county of Simcoo, be- 
lug tho west half of lot 18 in the 6th conces- 
sion of the towouwhip of Adjala, Ho had a 
wife and infant daughter. ‘That man is the 
hero of a most curious atory ; he has not been 
heard of for twenty-seven years ; he has in all 
probability been long dead, and all this time 
he has been the plaintiff in a suit in the Court 
of Chancory of this Province, to which an or- 
der was made no later than last Tuesday, A 
short history of the case will probably be 
found interesting. The bill was filed on the 
8th of August, 1854, by William Mollroy as 
plaintiff, against K. H. Hawke and J, Moran 
as defendants, The bill claimed that a certain 
deed given to Hawke, though in form absolate, 
was in fact a mortgage ; that Moran (the bro- 
ther of the plaintiff's wife), who purchased 
from Hawke, was in reality the agent of Me- 
Ilroy, and purchased io his own namo for the 
bonefit of McIlroy, The bill prayed that the 
plaintiff might be allowed to redeem, avd that 
tho defendant Moran might be held to be a 
trustee for him of the farm, Moran bad gone 
into possession after getting the decd, and 
has continued in possession ever since. ‘Vhe 
defendant, shortly after his bill was filed, 
went to the United States in search of em- 
perpen One otter was roceived from him 
y his wife +hortly after his departure, and 
sicce that time he has never been heard of, 
Mrs, McIlroy has conducted the case through- 
out on behalf of her husband. ‘The case was 
heard by the full court of Chancery on the 
19th of June, 1855, Mr, Connor, Q, C., ap- 
pearing ‘or the plaintiff; Mr. McDonsld and 
Me, Strong for defendant Moran, and Mr, 
Barrett for defeudant Hawke. Judgment 
forthe plaintiff was given by Chancellor 
Blake on the 17th of March, 1856, V. GC, 
Spragge concurring and VY. ©, Esten diesent- 
ing. The plaintiff wasto be at liberty to 
redeem on payment of $680, the farm being 
worth as at that time alleged $3,200. The 
defendants objected that the plaintiff was 
dead and the suit therefore abated. Mrs, 
MelIlroy made every effort to find her hus- 
band but without avail. The devree was not 
taken out, nor was any further proceeding 
teken in the suit till in 1870 an order of re- 
vivor was issued by Mrs, MelIlroy’a solicitor 
reviving the suit in the name of the supposed 
dead man’s daughter, The defendant Moran 
—all this timo in powseasion of the farm— 
contended that there was no evidence that 
Mollroy was dead, and made an appl cation 
to set aside the order of raviver. An issue 
was directed to try whether plaintiff was 
alive or dead at the date of the order of re- 
vivor, and alter a host of witnesses had been 
examined the Court gave its decision that ‘‘it 
was not found by thia Court thet the plaintiff 
Wm, Mcllroy was alive at the date of the 
order of revivor,” ‘hen ensued further de- 
lay, for the issue of this order was re- 
tarded that Mrs, Mcllroy might make 
further inguiries. _Adyertisemerts were in- 
serted in leading American papers, but thero 
was no response or tidings of the miszing 
man. The uext move was to set aside the 
order of revivyor and issue decree in the 
original atyle of writ. The present Chancel- 
lor gave judgment on this application, holding 
thas Miss Mellroy, the AEE by revivor 
might accept the contention of Moran that 
the original plff. was still alive. Tho case 
came pp on Tuesday last, when counsel spoke 
to the form of the order, andthe Court 
-| directed that the order of revivor should be 

set aside on payment of costs, and the decree 

issued in the original style of cause, The de- 
cree will then issue at once for the recovery 
of the farm by tke Mellroys. Tho wife will 
go into possession ais her husband's agent, 
and will, of course, claim that Moran has 
paid himself, over and over again, for the 
moneys he originally advanced, out of the 
rents and profits of the farm, Although 
Moran has been in possession more than 
twenty-seven years, the statute of limitation 
does not run in his favor, aya suit has been 
in progress all the time. Thus, by an extra- 

rdinary serics of accidents, a decree pro- 
uounced twenty-seven years ago is only now 
taken out, The plaintiff is probably dead, 
while his counsel at the first hearing and two 
of the judges have also joined the majority. 
The solicitors on both sides have been changed 
several times in the course of the twenty- 
seven years. Mr, Perdue, who appeared for 
the plaintiff (or rather the plaintifi’s wife), 
and Mr. Hoyles, who appeared for the defend- 
ant Moran, last Tucsday, were still in the 
nursory When tho suit began. The only per- 
sons who appear throughout are Mis. McIlroy 
aud her brother, the defendant Moran.

Ferocious Vourage ot the Afghan, 

A correspondent of The Calcutta Pioneer 
contributes to that paper somo ‘Reminiscen- 
cos of the war in Afghanistan.” Referrine to 
the fighting qualities of tho Afghan soldiery 
he #ays:—**An Afghan neyer thinks of asking 
for quarter, but fights with the ferocity of a 
tiger and clings to life until his cyen glaze 
and his hands refuse to pull a pistol-trigger or 
use 4 knife in adying effortto maim or kill 
his enemy. ‘The stern realities of war wero 
more pronounced on the battle-fields in Af- 
ghapistan than perhaps they have ever been 
in India, if we except the retributive days of 
the mutioy. ‘To spare a wounded man for 
minute was probably to cause the death cf 
the noxt soldior who unsuspiciously walked 
past him. * * * * Onething. our men cer- 
tainly learned in Afghanistan, and that was 
to keep their wits about them when pursuing 
Au enemy or persian over & hard-won field, 
Phere might 6 danger lurkingio each soem- 
ingly inanimate form studding the ground 
and unless care and caution were exercised 
the wounded Afgian wonld steep his soul in 
bliss by killing a Keffic just when life way at 
its lastebb. Lhis atabborn love of fighting 
inextremis is proc. piel deubtlessa by fanatic 
ism, and we saw so much of it that our men 
at close quarters always drove theic bayonets 
well home, so that there should be no mistake 
as to the deadjiness ofthe wound. The phye- 
ical courage which distinguished the untrain- 
ed mobe who fooght 80 resolutely against us 
was worth of all admiration; the tenacity 
with which men, badly armed and lacking 
skilled Jeaders, clung to their positions, was 
remarkable, to say nothing of the sullen dog- 
gedness they often showed when retiring. 
But when the tide of the fight set in fully 
against them and they saw further resistance 
would involve them more deeply, there was 
so suddeo a change always apparent that one 
could scarcely believe the fugitives hurrying 
over the hills were the same men who had re- 
sisted so desperately but a few minutes before, 
They acted wisely ; they know their powers 
in scaling steep hills, or in. making their es- 
cape by ticetness of foot ; and the host gener- 
ally «lissolved with a rapidity which no one 
bnt an eyewitness can appreciate. It cavalry 
overtook them, they turned like wolves and 
fought with desperation, selling their lives as 
dearly as men ever sold them ; but there was 
no rally in the true sense of the word, and 
but faint attempts at aiding each other, The 
regular troops were but little amenable to dis- 
cipline, by reason of deficient training, and 
they resorted to the tactics they had puraued 
as tribesmen, when once they were forced to 
retire,

A Wondertul Oave in Arizona. 


For several years the existence of a curi- 
ous cave near Greaterville has been known to 
the minera of the region, but the difficulty of 
thorough exploration has deterred many from 
visiting, and half its wonderful extent is as 
yet unknown. From P. J. Coyne, a well- 
known prospector, who is in the city, in 
company with Mr, Johnsou,a Citizen reporter, 
we gathered some interesting facts regarding 
the cave, the result of a partial exploration. 
‘The cave, which is known by the miners as 
the Aztec, is about four miles south of Great. 
erville placers, in a limestone ridge. Recent- 
ly a party of miners, numbering eight or ten, 
including Mr. Coyne, determined to discover 
if possible the extent and resources of the 
cave, and provided themselves with ropes, 
candles and other necessities. They explored 
seventeen rooms in all, the corridors and ap- 
proaches to which extend for nearly a mile 
from the entrance. They experienced great 
difficulty, as their progress was frequently in- 
terrupted by abrupt breaks in the plane of the 
eave, at which breaks they rapidly used up 
their available supply of ropes. ‘The cave has 
two entrances, which lead into an oval 
cavity, thence a corridor leads into a large 
room, and thexce into astill larger, Ia from 
the latter are two smaller cavities, and these 
comprise the extent of former explorations. 
In them-have been found at various times in 
the past relics of Indian ovcupation, includ- 
ing arrows and skeletons. In one place 
several Indian skeletons were founl ina 
depression in the floor of the cave, evidently 
fashioned by human hands. This latter 
room is described as being of marvellous 
beanty. Itisirregularin shape, aud is fall 
of all the various forms which the action of 
time has.the power to create, In one of 
these rooms is a group ef almost perfect sta- 
tuary. Itconsistsof a large block of lime- 
stone in the shape of a man, woman and 
child, the man being in the centre, and also 
having the closest resemblance to humanity. 
The head is especi:lly like that of a man, 
having the features almost diatinct, an sur- 
mounted by a hat, A short distance away 
from ths group in the flickering candle light 
this illusion is said to be absolutely perfect. 
At this point the eave discloses the strange 
feature of being two-storied, to reach the 
lower rooms of which it was necessay to de- 
scend by means of ropes. 

Here the extent of the old explorations 
ocases, and the adventurers had to be careful 
lest some now and strange feature of the cave 
cause them trouble, Inone of a group of 
three lower rooms was found a huge stalag- 
mite, which was instinctively called Pompey’s 
Pillar, It is three feet in diometer at tho 
base, and leaseus gracefally iv eize to the 
roof of the cave, thirty feef bigb, This is 

robably six hundred feet below the surface, 

‘om the rooms last mentioned a corridor 
leads to a yery large and irregular cavity, 
and from this small corridors led to very 
beautiful rooms, which were given the names 
of different members of the exploring arty, 
The one named for Mr. Coyne is the largest 
in the cave. From what was named ‘‘Hale’s 
room” the party followed a steeply inclined 
tunnel seventy five or eighty teet long, 
which terminated in alarge abyss sixty or 
seventy teet in diameter, After lowering 
one of the party down tho perpendicular 
sides from the mouth of the tunnel as far as 
the remaining rope would permit (about 
seventy fect), and failing to find bottom, 
the explorera nawed it the “Bottomless Pit, 
and retraced their steps to the surface, re- 
solved to returnat a future time and see 
‘«what there was iu it,” Tho exploration of 
the ‘Pit’ will reveal some strange features, 
as thero must be some outlet to the open air 
at the bottom, Mr. Coyne saying that while 
the air was oppressive and stale at a number 


of the remoter recesses of tho cave, the at 

mosphere in tho ‘‘Pit” was fresh and good,

The Montreal Herald, which, since its

RAILWAY ROLLING STOCK, 
A return showing the quantity of Rail- 
way rolling stock bought by the Govern- 
ment in 1880 gives the tollowing particulars 
as to purchases made: Locomotives 23, of 
which 13, costing $124,361, were bought in 
the United States, and 10, costing $95,096, 
in Canada. Nine first class cars, 7 of Ca- 
nadian manufacture, costing $33,961, and 
2 from Ohicago, $9,688. The other rolling 
stock of Canadian manufacture consisted 
of 2 second class cars, 2 postal cars, 2 bag- 
yage cars, 2 baggage and postal cars, 68 box 
cars, 190 flat cars, 14 snow ploughs, 9 wing 
ploughs and 9 flanges, costing $187,656; 
and of United States manufacture 1 baggage 
car, 6 box cars and 465 flat cars, the cost 
of which was $27,825. The totals therefore 
stand : Canada, $316,712 ; United States, 
$161,884. This is certainly one highly 
benelicial effect of the National Policy, aud 
if Canadian manufacturers will but enlarge 
their facilities,they will be able to secure all 


the vast amount of work which will be re- 
quired for the Syndicate. 


THE POLITIOAL SYNDICATE. 


Says the Mail: ‘‘ The adhesion of the 
Messrs. Gurney, of Hamilton, to the prairie 
section syndicate was announced from such 
4 quarter and in such a tone that we epter- 
tained grave doubts of the accuracy of the 
report.

Co-Operatiye Stores 


To the Ettitor of the Intelligencer. 


Stk,—The writer and probably yourself and 
many others, received to-day by post a pros- 
peclus of a Joint Stock Company to bo called 
‘The Canada Cu-operative Supply Associa- 
tion, Limited,” the proposed object of the As- 
sociation being to gain for the shareholders a 
large profit, and at the same time furnish 
them and patrons with cheap goods. 

Were it not for the names of some of the 
provisional Directors, such asthe Hon. John 
Hamilton, Lt. Col. Deonis and others, the 
document would not be likely to attract mach 
attention here, or in any Canadian sity or town. 

The line of argument pursued iu this pros- 
pectus is what might perhaps be looked for 
trom eome Cheap John establishment, but 
hardly what we would expect from the Pres- 
ident of a respectable chartered Bank cr a 
British Colonel], even though they have made 
up their minds to go into ehop keeping. 

First, shareholders are told that enormous 
profits will result from a small inyest- 
ment in this concern, andin the same breath 
we are told that patrons and members are to 
& t their goods supplied to them at a very 
small advance oncost, Now how a very large 
profit is to result from 4 very small ‘profit, 
ought to puzzle the Brigade Major orany oth- 
er man on the directorate of this new store. 

Although at first sight one might imacine 
that the co-operative system of supplying our 
personal and household wants is fitted to effect 
a saving, yetit is found in experience to be 
practically the reverse, and this from many 
reasons which readily tuggest themselves to 
apy one reflecting on the subject; such, for 
instance, as the fact that the business of any 

ublic Company is never managed go efficient- 

y and economically as an individual will man- 
age a business wherein his own personal in- 
terest and means are at stake, The public are 
most likely to be seryed well by those whose 
special interest it is to serve them well in their 
various callings, 

it seems that the immediate object at pre- 
sent in issuing the prospectus of the new asso- 
ciation is to have the shares taken up, asa 
printed application for the allotment of shares 
is enclosed therewith, but it is not at all likely 
that many in Belleville will be found foolish 
enough to invest in such an illogical enterprise, 
for in order to make it profitable for the share- 
holders the association must sell goods to 
patrons at a large protit, but selling at a large 
profit they will get but few patrons, and so 
tho whole thing must necessarily collapse, 
Tn this Canada of ours ninety-nine out of a 
hundred have to look closely after each par- 
ticular jtem of personal and household ex- 
pense ; ion England it is otherwise, and here 
is where the directorate are miscalculating on 
the success of their enterprise. It has suo- 
ceeded there in returning a lirge profit to 
shareholders (only in some few instances, how- 
ever), because it has sugceeded in selling to 
patrons at high prices. A large number of 
wealthy householders in the old country take 
stock in these conceras, fancying from one 
rea on or another that they can effect a saying 
thereby, but these do not personally select 
and purchase what is wanted for themeelves 
ortheir households, but give directions to 
their stewards or other servants to get needed 
supplies at these co-operative stores, on one 
account, no doubt, to ayoid being overcharged 
by unprincipled dealers there who make a 
practice of buying up the patronage of the 
nobility and wealthy families by tipping the 
servants heavily and then charging the master 
or mistress what they please, Did the heads 
of families there take a detailed oversight in 
respect to each particular purchase they would 
invariably find it more profitable to buy of 
regular dealers, 

Tt is quite unnecessary to occupy your 
space by exposing all the fallacies of this 
undertaking.

indeed, retire with a competency. 

Another false assumption is that this associ- 
ation will in some hoocus-pocus way be able 
to buy cheaper than other retailers. Surely 
the Depyty Minister of tho Interior and tho 
othor managers of this new shop do not intend 
to hint at smuggling by having the Collector 
of Customs at Montroal on their board, aud 
yot it is hard to see how they can land goo/ls 
choapor, except by illicit traffic, 1 observe, 
however, that the Hon, Mackenzio Bowell in 
the House of Commons the other night, on his 
attention being drawn to the above, gave an 
effectual quietus to such a suggestion, by 
stating in offect that Mr, Simpson must either 
cease to be Collector, or withdraw from this 
concern, . 

Tho factGof the matter is this association

Syndicate. The terms of the second Syndi- 
cate are lower than those ombraced in the 
contract. So much is certain. But the low- 
ost tender, between man and man, is not al- 
ways accepted, and it would not always be 
best if it were. Should Parliament doubt the 
ability of the new Syndicate to carry ont 
what it proposes, and believe that the effoct 
of the acceptance of its tender would be to 
postpone the constraction of the road,it would 
be Likely to conclude that the safest and beat 
thing woald be to ratify the contract, As a 
matter of probability, there is scarcely a 
doubt that this will bo done. 

Howland the 
credit of acting in good faith, as the head of 
the new Syndicate; though it is not quite pro- 
bable that some of his a:sociates are laying 
atross on tho political effect which the offer is 
expected to produce.

PACIFIC RAILWAY. 


A Vote at Last. 


Government Majority 86, 


After upwards of a month’s debating in 
the House and at meetings in the coun- 
try, a vote was at length reached in 
the House of Commons at 5:30 this morn- 
ing on the amendment of Mr. Blake to 
the resolutions proposed by Sir Charles 
Tupper, for the adoption of the contract 
for the construction of the Pacific Rail- 
way. The result was the defeat of the 
amendment by the vast majority of 986, 
and the adoption of the original resolution 
on the same vote. 

This signal triumph of the Government 
will be received with the liveliest satisfac- 
tion throughout the country, as the verdict 
of Parliament means that the Pacific Rail- 
way shall at once be proceeded with under 
a binding contract which ensures the com- 
pletion of the Pacific Railway on Canadian 
territory, its operation by a company of 
capitalists whose resources are adequate to 
the great undertaking upon which they 
have entered, and the rapid peopling and 
early development of the most fertile region 
in our Northweat territories. The benefits 
which will accrue to the country are incal- 
culable, and the Government who have had 
the ability to secure so favorable a contract, 
thereby relieving the people ot a prospeo- 
tively heavy burden of taxation, and the 
firmness to persist in ita passage through 
Parliament in the face of unprincipled op- 
position and trickery of the worst descrip- 
tion, are entitled to and will receive the 
warmest thanks of the people. 

The Opposition, on the contrary,are in a 
pitiable plight. Their factious attempts at 
agitation have failed of effect, and their 
last great card the bogus offer of their poli- 
tical Syndicate treated with the contempt 
which it merits—tho people utterly indiffer- 
ent to their frantio appeals, and some even 
of their own party in Parliament refusing to 
follow their leaders—they stand discredited 
before the country asa set ot unpatriotic 
tricksters, and their humiliation is rejoiced 
at as being their just due. 

It is to be hoped that, now their schomes 
and plots have failed, they willnot waste 
further valuabletime in an opposition which 
can only be intended for obstructive pur- 
poses.

This measure was on Monday night 
introdnoed in the House of Commons by 
Mr. Foster. A cable despatch informs us 
that it is called a ‘‘ Bill for Protecting Life 
and Property,” and is a coercive measure 
pure and simple. It enables the Lord- 
Lieutenant to issue 4 warrant for the arrest 
of any person suspected of troasonable de- 
sign or of being connected with agrarian 
outrages. The persons so arrested may be 
detained as prisoners accused of crimo. 
The powers conferred by the Act are to 
remain in force until the 30th of September 
noxt. 

In introducing this measure the cable 
states that Mr, Poster justified the bil) by a 
long detailed description of the outrages 
committed. He showed that the Land 
Longue hada complete system of constables 
in all districts,who recorded every infringo.

Mr. Ashley had last year recognized his (Mr 
Gordon's) claims as the best, but a great change 
had come over Mr. Ashloy and othere, and the 
cry of ‘‘no monopoly” did not seom to baye 
the effect which it formerly had. He charg- 
od that Grit mombora had introduc. d politics 
into the Council, but if this were to be carried 
out there would be a changein thorepresenta- 
tion of some of the municipalities, Lhe only 
gentleman not aConservative who bad promis- 
ed tosupport him(Mr, ° lare) hads ncetold him 
that he must withdraw his support and vote 
according to his party, If politics were to be 
introduced he would take his share of it, but 
under present circumstances he would rotire 
and leave the contest to Messrs. Aylsworth 
and Gilmour. He did not think it fair that 
Mr. Aylsworth shovld be Warden again, 
namely twice within four years He had 
never voted in the Councilon political grounds, 
three of the Wardens during his time had 
been Reformers, 

Mr. White, in withdrawing Mr. 
nomination, strongly deprecated the intro- 
duction of politics into the Council. When 
the Conservatives had 18 members in the 
Council, he (Mr. W,) had nominated and sup- 
ported Mr, Aylaworth, but now thatthe Re- 
tormers had 16, they introduced politica, and 
he was prepared to take up the gauntlet and 
fight it out. He would support Mr.Gilmour, 
who should be Wardon, as he hada letter 
from Mr, Aylaworth promising his support. 
Let them leave politics outside of the Council. 

Mr. Ashley claimed that Mr. Gordon had 
not been consistent in supporting Mr. Pearse 
against him. Mr. Pearco had been olected 
when the majority of the Councils were Re- 
formere. in oppomtion to him. He had not 
asked any one to vote on political grounds for 
Mr. Aylesworth, who he considered was the 
fittest man for the position. 

Mr. Gordon said he failed to see that Mr. 
Ashley had made out any political motives in 
his course. Mr, Ashley had been liberal 
towards the North, when he was a candidate 
for the Wardenehip, in order to bribe the 
members from that part of the County, and 
was ready to do whatever he asked for 
Hungerford, in orderto secure his vote for 
the Wardenship. 

Mr. Ashloy denied this, 

Mr, Pearce regretted that politics had been 
introduced and consented to withdraw Mr. 
Gordon’s nomination. 

Mr. Aylsworth said he had written. in a 
personal sense to Mr. Gilmour, to makn an 
arrangement to got out of his wayif he could, 
but could not doso. He denied that he haa 
ever acted on Sipe grounds, though some 
Conservatives had been hard pressed to do so. 
Mr. Gilmour was at liberty to read the letter, 
if he chose, 

Mr. Gordon could not see Mr. Aylsworth’s 
consistency in supporting Mr. Gilmour, who 
had no experionce, against him, 

Mr. Aylsworth said Mr, Gilmour was a

Brilliant Effort of Mr, McCarthy— 
Mr. Mills’ Long Minute--Par 
liamentary Music— The Divi- 
sion— Another Amendment.

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Orrawa, Jan. 26,—The Citizen gives the 
gives the following account of the all-night 
session which onded at 5:30 this morning: 

After recess the spoakiny was maiotained 
without intermission until the ‘* wee ema 
hours,” 

Mr. Wade, the venerable momber for 
Digby, having expressed contidenoo in the 
Government policy, was followed by Mr. 
Glen, of South Ontario, who read his epeech, 
the Speaker ruling that others baying been 
allowed to do s0,no change woald follow until 
thedebate wasfinished. Mr, Glen went largely 
into statistics, and appeared to have given 
much study to bis subject. 

Mr. Rinfret followed in a cleyerly arranged 
speech, with just a tinge of stamp oratory 
andibuncombe permitting it, 

When Mr. ‘Tasse rose to speak ho was 
warmly applauded and kept his audience well 
in hand for nearly two hours, 

Mr. Domvyille’s practical remarks were also 
listened to with much attention, whilst the 
brilliant argumentative speech of Mr, Dalton 
McCarthy, even at 3:30 in the morning Was 
loudly cheered. 

Then at 3:35 Mr, Mills got upto ‘‘apcalk 
for aminute,” andit was the longest minute 
on record, lasting nearly half au hour, 

At 4 o’clock the grinding of heels, slamming 
of desks, music of toy whistles, and mock 
canary birds int mated the conclutios that 
both sides wore getting impatient and desired 
avote. But Mr. Mills kopt on. His minute 
got longer and longer, Order! ordor! order! 
was heard, Lut disorder reigned, although not 
toan extent equalling other prolonged d+- 
bates. 

Then Mr. Mills paused, and there were 
cries of ‘* question, question !’ and membors 
trooped to their seats.

COUN'LY COUNCIL. — 


As some mistakes occurred in the report of 
Mr, Gordon's remarks on the question of 
ele ting the Warden, we give below a correct. 
od report of what he said : 

Mr. Gordon said he felt entitled to the War- 
denship, as he had now been elected for the 
fifth time; and Hungerford had never nad a 
Warden living within her limits. He bad 
supported the gentlemen who ‘on previous 
occasions ho considered had the best claima, 
Mr. Ashley had last year recognized his (Mr. 


Gordon's) claims as the best, but a great change 
had como over Mr, Ashley and others, and the 
cry of ‘no monopoly” did not seem to haye 
the effect which it formerly had, He charg- 
ed that Grit members had introduced politics 
into the Council, but if this were to be carried 
out there would be a changein therepresenta- 
tion of some of the municipalities. One gen« 
tleman not a Conservative who had promised 
to support him had withdrawn his support 
since the party lines had been drawn, but he 
felt Prstaral to Mr, Clare, who had given 
him a hearty support throughout the contest, 
and he felt doubly grateful as nooneknew him 
better that Mr. Clare, If politica were to be 
introduced he would take his share of it, but 
under present circumstances he would retire 
and leave the contest to Messrs. Aylaworth 
ard Gilmour, He did not think it fair that 
Mr, Aylesworth should be Warden again, 
namely twice within four years He had 
never voted in the Councilon political groun ie, 
three of the Wardens during his time had 
been Reformers. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Counvil resumed at two o’clook, The 
Werden said ho was glad that there was a 
quorum at such an early time, and trusted 
that hereafter the members would be punctual 
as to time, and business could the more read- 
ily be gone on with, He then namei the 
Gravel Roads Committee, as follows: Mesars. 
Wiimot, Ashley, White, Gordon, Haggerty, 
Walker, Pearce, Vankleek, and Tattle. He 
also named as his Auditor for the County to 
act with Mr, A; F. Wood, Mr. James C. Huff- 
man, yeoman, of the ‘Township of Thurlow. 

Mr. Kavanagh asked if the number ot mem- 
bers of the Committee on Gravel Roads was 
limited ? 

The Warden said the number was fixed by 
a By-law which was passed in 1868, 

Mr. Kayanagh said the back Townships 
were now represented by six members in this 
Council, and he considered they had a claim 
for representation on that Committee, 

Mr, O'Flynn raised « point of order, as one 
of the rules of the Council said no Committee 
should consist of more than seven members, 

The Warden said he had considered the 
satject before he came in, and was aatistied 
with his action. 

Mr, Ashley moved the appointment of the 
Reeve of Trenton as a member of the Gravel 
Road Committee. : 

Mr, Shea explained that Mr. Gilmour was 
not desirous of being named as a member of 
that Committee, but preferred being placed 
on the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Ashley then withdrew his motion. 

Mr, Kavanagh again pressed the claims of 
the back townships for representation on 
this Committee, 

Dr. Faulkner moved, seconded by Mr, 
Shea, that the Finance’ Committee be com- 
posed as follows : 

Messrs, O'Flynn, Gilmour, _ Vermilyea, 
Caskey and Faulkner, and that they have the 
power to examino into all the county accounts. 
Carried. 

Mr. Gunter considered that the northern 
townships should be represented on the com- 
mitte on Gravel Roads and inorder to test 
the feeling of the Council on the question he 
moved, seconded by Mr. Megregor, that Der- 
mot Kavanagh be a member of that com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Anderson was opposed to an increase 
of the members of that committee. 

Mr, Pearce would not dis-approve of the 
appointment of Mr, Kavanagh, but would 
suggest an amendment to the By-law. 

Mr. Ashley said he was not desirous of in- 
creasing the number of the committee and he 
was not opposed to the claims of Kavanagh. 
He wonld prefer to give his place to Mr. Ka- 
yanagh oa that committee, 

Mr, Vermilyea was opposed to the suggges- 
tion of Mr. Ashley, and said that in justice 
to Thurlow he should keep his place on the 
committee, 

Mr. Kavanagh said the bridges on the 
Snow Road and the road itself would require 
considerable attention this year, so that trattic 
over it would not be impeded, It was for the 
purpose of improving it that he wished the 
appointment of a northern member on that 
committee. ; 

Mr, Ashley said the road would not receive 
any injustice if Mr, Kavanagh were not on 
the Committee. 

Mr, Kavanagh said the Chairman of the 
Committee last year had been written to in 
regard to certain work on that road, but the 
letter did not receive attention, Besides, 
sumetimes an expenditure of 320 at a particu- 
lar time would be a great saving to the 
County. 

The Warden said Mr. Kavanagh was not 
aware of the powers of a member of that 
Committee as nothing could be done without 
the sanction of the Committee after communi- 
cation with the Chairman, 

Mr. Shea said as the road belonged to the 
county the county ‘ would be responsible for 
any accident that might occur on it and 
therefore Mr. Kavanagh's claim should receive 
consideratioug, 

The Warden said he would favor the ap- 
propriating small sums to be expended in case 
of emergency. : 

Mr. Wilmot, whilst favoring Mr, Kava- 
nagh’s claim, did not desi o the number of the 
committee increased, 

Mr. O’F lynn was in favor of Mr, Kavanagh's 

claim. : ; 
Mr. McGregor narrated instances ia which 
communications from him relating to tho re- 
pairs of a bridge on Snow Road. If the Com- 
mittee would hereafter giye attention to the 
wants of the rear townships he would be con- 
tent, otherwise he would ask for the appoint- 
ment of Mr, Kavanagh, 

Mr. Anderson asked if the pathmasters out 
there did not report breaks in the roads or 
bridges. ‘ ‘ 

The Warden said tho settlors lived at a dis- 
tance from one anothor and could not give 
thoir wants the publicity desired, 

Mr, Ganter said he wished Mr, Kavan- 
agh’s appeintment, as he trayolled tho road 
a great deal and would be in a position to 
know its wants better than any other, 

The motion was passed, 

Mr. Pearce moved, seconded by Mr, Kav- 
anagh, that the Provincial Government be 
momorialized with a viow of obtaining a more 
equitable distribution of the 34 per cont, al- 
lowed for timber ocuton road allowanc's, so 
that herealter the junior townships should re- 
ceive some of this grant, and that the momor- 
ial be forwarded to Dr, Boulter. 

Tho Warden said that tho aid sought for 
was for junior townships in @ united town- 
abip. 

Mr, Kavanagh oxplained that now the older 
townships of a united township pot this 

rant, a portion of,whioh he considered should 
Ba zivon to the junior t waships, 

The Warden said that tho timber cut on 
now roads was in now townships and tho oldor 
townshipa gob the benofit, 


Mr, Shea asked tho early 
High School Trustees. 

Ube Warden said that could not be done 
before to-morrow, and thev, as was the prac 
Aeatce blanks in the By-laws weuld then be 

led. 

Council went into Committes on roads and 
bridges. Mr, Wilmot in the Chair. 

The report of tho Couvty Surveyor was 
read, It contained the usual variety of re- 
commendations in regsed to bridges and re- 
ports of inspections of thesane, as well as 
work which had been ordered by the preced- 
ing Council. 

hree new epans of O'Brien's bridge were 
ordered to be built on John Denvison’s 
place, 

After a desultory discussion relative to the 
associating of members of the Council with 
the County Surveyor in order to ascertain the 
atability of large county bridges, it was moved 
by Mr. O'Flynn, seconded by Mr. Kavanagh, 
that Messrs, Ayliworth and Vankleek be 
associated with the Surveyor in order to ex- 
amine into the condition of the large county 
bridges with a view of their being torn down 
and rebuilt. —Carried. 

The Bridge nt Graham's in Sidney, and 
that at Busk’s,on the Ridge Road in Rawdon, 
were ordered to be ra-covered. . 

The Committee rose, reported progress, and 
asked leave sit again.—Granted, 

Ald. Vankleck gave notice of a By-law con- 
veying the mineral under the road in the 5th 
con. of Madoc to the Township of Madoc. 

Council adjourned until 10 a, m. to-mor- 
row,

Irish Notes and News. 

On Dec. 16th John Hart, who had been 
evicted from his farm in Killenummery, 
near Dromadaire, was forcibly replaced by 
a party of men. Tho farm had been taken 
by Mr. Patrick Cosgrove, poor law guardian, 
who was Boycotted for it, and over which 
farm the prosecution of Mr. Gayer, of 
Sligo, arose. Great rejoicing and displays 
followed the reinstallation. 

The Cavan men who went down to Lough 
Mask, and Captain Maxwell, who was their 
leader, have all been Boycotted by the 
people of Cavan. At the last market of 
Granard, Capt. Maxwell sent his butter 
for sale. The firkins were tarred, and a 
man witha bell went about the town and 
belled the batter out of the market unsold. 
The Varian’s Mills have refused to grimi 
the vats of Captain Maxwell. 


At Omagh, on Dec. 11th, Juatice Lawson 
passed sentence on several prisoners who 
had been conyicted. The heaviest was one 
of seven years’ penal servitude in the case 
of Patrick Morris, from whom the Crown 
had, after an indictment for murder, accept- 
ed a plea of manslaughter. It appeared 
that Bernard Morris entered his land, 
whereupon he deliberately shot him, and 
while the dying man was being carried away 
on the back of a neighbor the prisoners 
wife assailedhim. For thisshe was sen- 
tenced to twelye months’ imprisonment.

provinces.” His Lordship says that Orange- 
men will not be cajoled, aud cannot be 
coerced, into the adoption of principles 
alien and atheistic, He calls upon them to 
remember the days of old, and resolutely to 
determine to guard the rights gained at the 
Boyne, and never to surrender the flag of 
liberty which was so dearly bought. 


AGRARIAN OUTRAGES, 


A parliamentary paper has been issued 
containing returns of outrages reported to 
the Royal Irish Constabulary Office from 
1844 to 1880 inclusive. The following is

Tae ‘Trent Vauey Canal. 


There has been presented to Parliament, 
correspondence between parties in Chicago 
and the Department of Railways respecting 
the construction of the Trent Valley canal. 
It appears that on March 4, 1880, Robert 
Kerr, of Orillia, wrote to the Minister of 
Railways stating that he had been commis- 
sioned by the Chicago Board of Trade to 
place himself in communication with him, 
and to request that he would submit to the 
Government at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity the proposal of the Board, by which 
he was accredited to furnish the necessary 
capital to construct a ship canal from 
Georgian Bay through the waters of tbe 
Trent Valley at or near Trenton. The 
parties who were most intimately con- 
cerned in making this offer were said to 
be Canadians of undoubted social posi- 
tion and wealth, and were prepared to 
make all reasonable deposits and give 
guarantees not only that the work would be 
commenced forthwith, but that it would be 
prosecuted diligently tothedesiredend. The 
promoters asked to be recompensed for their 
expenditure by the Dominion making over 
to them absolutely the interest of the Do- 
minion in the canal when completed. The 
next letter is dated Chicago, 28th Septem- 
ber, 1880, and is addressed by Angus Mc- 
Donald to Sir John Macdonald, asking if 
the Government at the next session would 
grant an act of incorporation with “franch- 
ise in property,” to an association to com- 
plete the water communication via Lake 
Huron to Lake Ontario, with facilities and 
equipments of boats,canal tugs, barges and

A Point Settled 


The Peterborough Review gives the fol-

Judge Toms, in giving 
his yerdict, took the ground that in hir- 
ing a horse and vehicle all risks of acci- 
dents rest with theoowner, so long as- it 
can be proven that the person hiring and 
using the animal or vehicle uses all proper 
precautions for its safety, the same as he 
would were it his own property. 


Sat Down On.—The U. S. Signal Ser- 
vice has sat down hard on Mr. Veunor. 
One of the Washington officials informed an 
interviewing reporter that they had taken 
the tronble to compare a large number of 
Vennor’s predictions with the actual wea- 
ther of the dates to which they referred, 
The result was that for the St. Lawrence 
valley the predictions were verilied in but 
one-fourth of the cases, while forthe reat of 
the country not more than ten per cent, were 
correct, Anybody could yuessas well as that.

Ontario Legislature. 


Toronto, Jan, 25, 1881. 


Yesterday being Government day, the 
Attorney-General, in a brief speech,moved 
the second reading of his Bill to consolidate 
the Superior Courts and establish a uniform 
system of pleading and practice. He point- 
ed out a few of the changes made in the 
Bill since it was before the House last ses- 
sion amongst which were the limitation of 
the privileges, proyision for the inspection 
of sheriffs and other Superior and County 
Court officers,and the abolition of all dis- 
tinctions between the Chancery Division of 
the proposed High Court on the ono hand 
and the Queen’s Bench and Common Pleas 
Divisions on the other, as to the matters 
with which they are empowered to deal. 

Mr. Morris assented briefly to the prin 
ciple of the Billand acquiesced in the 
second reading, deprecating, howeyer, the 
attempt to limit Supreme Court appeals to 
cases involving $2,000, on the ground that 
the power of the Assembly to impose such 
a restriction was doubtful. 

The motion for the second reading was 
carried without further debate. The Bill, 
it may be added, has been enlarged from 
117 to 190 pages. Ten of the 73 new pages 
are added to the text of the Bill itself, 
28 to the schedule containing the ‘‘ Rules 
of Court,” and the remaining 40 to the ap- 
pendix to the schedule. 

A motion of Mr. Harcourt’s information 
respecting the working of the Collegiate 
Institutes brought on a general educational 
discussion which occupied the time to six 
o'clock, except the small portion taken up 
by Mr, Graham in moving for a tile-drain- 
age return. 

The House adjourned at 6 p. m.

Tue Bippture Triats,—The trial of 
James Carroll was continued at London 
yesterday, when a large crowd was attract- 
ed to the Court House by the fact that 
Johbnpy O'Connor was to give eyi- 
dence. His statements were substant- 
ially the same as those ho made at the 
last trial, and he successfully under- 
went another searching cross-examina, 
tion. Proceedings were, however, inter- 
rupted about half-past twelve by the 
prisoner having to be removed to his cell 
on account of illness. The gaol physician 
stated that-he was suffering from rheuma- 
tism of the heart. He was better in the 
evening, and will likely be able to appear 
again this morning.

TuURSDAY, Jan, 37, 

‘The Council met at 10 a, m.,the Warden in 
the chair, 

The minutes of the previous days were read 
and approved, 

COMMUNICATIONS, 

The following communications were read: — 

From Thos. Holden, Police Ma istra te, 
asking for a continuan:e of the grant from the 
County made to his predeceasore, 

From the Special Committee appointed to 
deal with the County accounts, reporting that 
they had agreed to leave’ the accounts with 
the Merchants Bank, having found the con- 
ditions of this Bank to be the most advanta- 
geous, 

From certain residents of the township of 
Bangor, asking for a grant of $100 to be ex- 

pended on a road in the tenth concession of 
Wicklow. 

Mr, Wilmot reported on behalf of the Com- 
mittee appointed to meet with a special Com: 
mittee of the city in reference to the admin: 
istration of justice, that no progress had been 
made, He asked for the reappointment. of 
the Committee, which was granted. 

BY-LAWS, 

Tho By-laws of which notice was given yes- 

terday wore introduced, S F 
MOTIONS, 

Moved by Mr. Pearce, seconded by Mr. 
O'Flynn, that the Treasurer furnish a «tate- 
ment of the arrears of taxes due by miuor 
municipalities to date. 

A discussion ensued as tothe propriety of 
of having motions read by the mover or Ward« 
en, Mr, White and Mr, Ashley protesting 
against the latter course, and Messrs, Pearce 
an} Mr. O'Flynn holding that this course 
was quite allowable. The Warden ssid that 
there was no rule preventing motions bein 
handed to the Warden to read, but he hoped 
that this course wouli not be adopted, as it 
caused great inconvenience, and sometimes 
injustice to the mover. He hoped that here- 
after movers of resolutions would read them 
themselves, 

A considerable discussion ensued on the 
motion of Mr. Pearce. Mr, White suggested 
that the mover of the resolution add a clause 
to the effect that the Treasurer present a 
statemeat of the indebtedness of the minor 
municipalities at the opening of each sitting 
of the Council. Several members: spoke in 
favor of adopting some means of spurring up 
the minor municipalities to pay in the amount 
of their indebtedness as early as possible. 

Dr, Faulkoer said that the Municipal law 
provided that no perzon who does not pay his 
taxes within a certain time can vote, 

The motion was carried. 

Mr, Kavanagh moved, seconded by Mr. 
Caskey, that the rate of interest charged the 
yarious municipalities be 6 per cent. instead 
of 7, as heretofore, Mr. Kavanagh said that 
the County has succeeded in borrowing money 
at 6 percent, and should not charge the minor 
municipalities 7. 

Mr. White spoke in fayor of the motion, 
He thou, ht it was merely justice to the minor 
municipalities to reduce the rate of interest 
to that paid by the County, 

Mr, O’flynn said it was possible the banks 
would raise the rate of interest ahortly, 

Mr, Ashley thought it unwire to change 
the rate of interest at present. One effect of 
the resolution woyld be to reduce the rate of 
interest on all the debentures held by the 
County sgainst the minor municipalities, 

Mr. Kuvauagh raid he did not wish his mo- 
tion to apply to debentures, 

Mr. Ashley said you could not consistently 
support one without supporting the other. 

Nr. White said if th» Council conld borrow 
money at 6 per cent, why are not the muni- 
cipalities to share in the benefit if the reduced 
rates? The interests of the municipalities 
are identical with the interests'of the county 
asawhole. He protested against the county 
acting as a broker. 

Mr. Gordon said that if the motion 
was confined to the northern municipalities he 
would support it, but if it included the lower 
townships he would oppose it, as the lowering 
in the rate of interest would have a tendency 
to make the people lax in the payment of 
taxes, 

Mr, Achley said the tendency ot the reso- 
lution would be to make municipalities hold 
back their money and uae it for other pur- 


es, 
erst Gilmour pointed out that there wero 
$57,000 arrearages for 1879, as showa hy the 
abstract for that year. He claimed that the 
County is running a'small riek in giving the 
municipalities» money at the eame rate of 
sototeat ait way paying. 

The Warden said that he could not approve 
of the revolution as a matter of business, 
though he sympathized with the northern 
municipalities, The suggestion that the mo- 
tion apply only tothe northern townships 
Was a Pat onk if it were legal, but it was not. 
He said that the resolution, if it were carried, 
would in a great measure prevent the paying 
in of arrearages ; and he thought it would be 
a calamity if it were carried. 

The motion was put and lost. 

Mr. Ashley moved that the Treasurer fur- 
nish a statement of taxes due by each muni- 
cipality forthe year 1879, and all previous
